President Dole Inspects 
the Presidio, 


Twenty-one Guns Boom Forth an 
American Greeting, 


fle Dines With the Mayor and 
Then Goes Kast. 


Arrangements Being Made for His 
Reception at Chicago—Govern- 
ment Representatives Will Be 
Present—News from the Islands, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO,. Jan. 19.—Unat- 
tended by civic or military escort, with 
no firing of cannon or tooting of whis- 
tles, President Sanford B. Dole of Ha 
waii left San Francisco as he arrived, 
with the same lack of ceremony as 
would mark the movements of any 
other traveler. He was driven down to 
the ferry at 5 o’clock this afternoon in 
a hack, which also conveyed Mirs. Dole, 
the President's private secretary, Maj. 
Iaukea and Consul-General Wilder of 
Hawaii. The boat which connects with 
the departing overland train leaves this 
side of the bay at 6 o’clock, but to avoid 
publicity, the island President crossed 
by an earlier boat, and at the Oakland 
mole immediately sought the seclusion 
of the private car Guadaloupe provided 
for him by H. E. Huntington, assistant 
to the president of the Southern Pa- 
cific Company, which was attached to 
the regular east-bound train. ' 

Neither Mr. nor Mrs. Dole left the 
privacy ofthe car tillafter the departure 
of the train. The private car was spe- 
cially provisioned and equipped under 
the direction of, Huntington, that the 
little Presidential party might enjoy 
every procurable comfort on the last 
stage of his journey to Washington in 
the interest of annexation. The route to 
Chicago will be over the Central and 
Union Pacific and the Chicago and 
Northwestern roads.

ANOTHER ACCOUNT.

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 19.—Presi- 
dent Sanford B. Dole of-Hawaii spent 
a busy day preparatory to his depart- 
ure for Washington. At 10 o’clock this 
morning he left the Clay-strect. wharf 
for the Presidio on board the gov- 
ernment tug McDowell, accompanied 
by Gen. Shafter and staff. Upon his ar- 
rival at the reservation, the distin- 
guished visitor was accorded full mili- 
tary honors, including a review of all 
the troops stationed there. After the 
review, President Dole inspected the 
hatiteries and fortifications, and re- 
turned to the city, where Mayor Phelan 
and a delegation of prominen@ citizens 
awaited him.

A SCAPEGOAT NEEDED. 


GEN. SIR WILLIAM LOCKHART GO- 
ING HOME IN DISGRACE. 


His Campaign in India a Failure, 
aud Some One Must Suffer for 
It—Blame Will Be Put on a 
Dead Maun. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

ST. LOUIS, Jan. 19.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) A cablegram to the Globe- 
Democrat from London announces that 
Gen. Sir William Lockhart is in dire 
disgrace with the government and mili- 
tary authorities there, and is now on 
his way to the British capital for the 
purpos2 of explaining the failure of his 
campaign in India. 

Only three months ago Sir William 
was gazetted commander-in-chief of 
the entire military forces of Great 
Britain in India, the best position, 
¢hort of generalissimo, that any Eng- 
lish soldier can hope to attain. 

‘The cablegram continues: ‘Unless 
he can manage to shift the responsi- 
bility on some of his brigadier-generals 
and staff officers, which is considered 
as probable, his appointment as Indian 
commander-in-chief is certain to be 
canceled in accordance with popular 
demand. It is possible that Sir Wil- 
liam Lockhart, in view of his past 
splendid seryices, may be whitewashed, 
and thé’ chief blame will be laid upon 
Gen. Yeaman Bigges, whose force suf- 
fered most and distinguished itself 
above all others by the number of its 
useless marches and counter-marches 
under withering and deadly fire. Gen. 
Yeaman Bigges will be a convenient 
scapegoat, for he has just succumbed 
to dysentery, and will consequently no 
longer be on hand to defend his repu- 
tation as commander.

_ [ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—Senator 
Morgan continued his speech,in advo- 
cacy of the ratification of the Hawaiian 
annexation treaty in the executive ses- 
sion of the Senate today. He announced 
at the conclusion of today’s session 
that he would probably require one 
more day in which to complete his pre- 
sentation of the subjec.. 

Senator Morgan dealt today with the 
questions of the agricultural and com- 
mercial possibilities on the island; with 
the character of the present. gavern- 
ment, and with the -position of. the 
residents of the island on the subject 
of annexation. He repeated his asser- 
tion that President Cleveland was fa- 
vorable to the acquisition of the isl- 
ands, and expressed the opinion that 
it was his intention to have réstored 
Queen Liliuokalani and to have negoti- . 
ated with her a treaty of annéxation. 
He elaborated his views on this sybject 
at considerable length, saying that 
While he believed it was Mr. Cleve- 
land’s intention to have annexed the 
islands, he naturally changed his inten- 
tron to do this through the restoration 
ot the Queen when she made known 
her bloodthirsty disposition toward 
those who had dethroned her. 

He expressed the opinion that Mr, 
Cleveland would never have taken sucn 
& positive position. asp he did take 
against the Dole government and in 
Opposition to annexation but for the 
antagonistic and misleading report of 
Commissioner Blount. 

The Senator. wes interrupted. at’ this 
point by two or three Senators. who 
were opposed to the treaty who wanted 
| to knew if it was not true that Presi- 
dent ‘Cleveland had withdrawn the 
tréaiy -<@or annexation made by the 
Harrison administration. He admitted 
that thie was the case saying that it 
Was a matter of record, but he stilk 
contended that under circumstances 
entirely to his liking, Mr. Cleveland 
would have supported annexation. 

Mr. Morgan had been convinced from 
private interviews with the ex-Presie-e - 
dent that he not only believed in the 
Wisdom’of annexation of Hawaii but 
that he would also have recommended 
the annexation of Cuba under right — 
conditions, 

Mr. Morgan took u 
the government of Hawali, defending 
it in strong terms, and eulogizing Pres- 
ident Dole as one of the most compe- 
tent rulers of the time. He reviewed 
President Dole’s history, and said that 
that gentleman's record showed that 
he would be a@ creditable head of any 
nation. He controverted the idea that 
the present government was, as had 
been charged, a missionary govern- 
ment, claiming that it was in every 
way staunch and enterprising, and 
abreast of the times. 

He: ‘said that the people naturally 
sougnat a close alliance with the 
United States because they had always 
had the friendship and support of thee 
people of this country. 

Speaking of the resources of the isl- 
and Senator Morgan said they were 
mani-old, and that the time would 
come when they would produce enough. 
coffee to supply the demands.-of all the 
people of the United States, while, he 
said, the sugar production had already 
reached its limit. He estimated that 
there were at least 176,000 acres of 
land in the islands adapted to the 
growth of coffee, and said that indus- 
try was rapidly developing. He thought. 
at least 7500 tons of coffee would be 
exported from the islands during the 
present year. 

He concluded that 
the country were such as to insure 
a very presperous future, and pre- 
dicted that Honolulu would some time 
in the not distant future attain to great. 
commercial importance, equal in al] 
probabil’.y to that of Hongkong or

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A STREET IN ASHES, 


RANDSBURG SUFFERS HEAVY 
LOSS BY FIRE. . 


Postoffice and a Number of Prom- 
iment Business Houses Burned, 
’ Together With a Hotel, 


BROADWAY GETS A SCORCHING. 


PROPERTY DESTROYED VALUED 
SEVERAL THOUSAND DOLLARS. 


Bright Meteor Observed in Daylight. 
Rancher Dies from a Fall—Ray- 
mond Convicted of Murder. 

A Department of Mines. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


RANDSBURG, Jan. 19.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] Rand street-is in ashes. 
Every building is burned between 
Broadway and Staley avenue on the 
east side, and.on the west side taking 
in the Elite Theater, down below Nel- 
son's real-estate office. On Broadway 
four buildings were burned on the 
north side, stopping at Wagner's sa- 
Joon. . The buildings on the south side 
of Broadway and on the north side of 
Butte avenue opposite were scorched 
and were many times on fire, but were 
saved through the heroic efforts of the 
firemen and others present. 

The alarm was sounded a little after 
midnight, the fire being first discov- 
ered in the rear end of the Mojave sa- 
loon oh Rand street. It soon got be- 
yond control, and the adjacent build- 
ings were wrapped in flames. The 
night was perfectly still, but the dry 
wooden buildings burned like tinder, 
and the flames and smoke, mounting 
hundreds of feet skyward, made a 
grand but awful sight. Men, women 
and children filled the streets, every- 
body near the fire being intent on 
saving their houses or furniture. Part 
of the contents and (fixtures were 
moved from most of the buildings ex- 
cept in the St. Elmo Hotel, where 
everything was lost, the guests escap- 
ing with their clothing only. 

The postoffice was burned with all 
of the fixtures, but the mail was saved, 
being hastily thrown into bags and 
carried to a place of safety. 

For two long hours the suspense was 
terrible, there being no certainty that 
any part of the town would be saved. 
Many people remained up all night 
watching the fire or protecting their 
goods; scattered everywhere about the 
burned district. Today many are mak- 
ing preparations to rebuild, and the 
peopie, nciwithstanding their losses, 
are cheerfu! anc hopeful. Other build- 
ings are }):ir+ moved onto the vacant 
lots, and some firms will resume busi- 
ness tomorrow. 

The prominent firms burned out are: 
Hammond's grocery, postoffice, Wil- 
gon’s general-merchandise store, South- 
ern Pacific office, St. Elmo Hotel, Elite 
Theater, White’ Fawn saloon, Craw- 
ford’s saloon, Hooper’s merchandise 
store, Postal telegraph office, Hemp- 
stead’s drug store, and numerous real 
estate and assayers’ offices, sjsmall 
stores, saloons, a bakery, etc. The 
wind vercred, or Broadway eastward 
would have been burned. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


RANDSBURG, Jan. 19.—Fire broke 
out at 12:30 o’clock this morning in a 
building on Rand street and spread 
rapidly, consuming more than thirty 
atructures within one hour. Every- 
thing was swept clean on both sides of 
Rand street from Staley avenue to 
above the Elite Theater, with a por- 
tion of Broadway. This includes the 
postoffice and some of the largest 
stores in camp, and will entail a loss 
close to $100,000. Absence of wind pre- 
vented the destruction of the entire 
town, and permitted firemen and cit- 
izens to stop the fire by tearing’ down 
buildings and moving them out of the 
reach of the flames. The fire did not 
‘reach Butte avenue, though many 
people as far east as the Miner office 
had packed up, ready to go on short 
notice. No person was injured, and 
all mail was saved. . 

LOSSES REVISED. 

RANDSBURG, Jan. 19.—The first es- 
timate of losses by last night’s fire 
were much in excess of the real loss, 
which, owing to the excitement, it was 
impossible to give better than to take 
@ general survey and guess at the re- 
sults. And even now nothing accurate 
can be obtained. So far as learned, 
there was not one dollar’s worth of in- 
surance on any building burned. To- 
might the wind is blowing stiffly, and 
had the fire happened a day sooner or 
today, nothing could have saved the 
camp from total distruction. Hardly a 
breath of air stirred last night to urge 
the flames, and to this fact much is 
owing. The homeless are about all 
housed in temporary shelters, and 
probably there is not even @ vacant 
barn in camp. 

Many acts of real heroism were de- 
veloped last night. When hope seemed 

ne, as the flames threatened the 

roadway Hotel, the men. faltered for 
a@ moment, then climbed upon the burn- 
ing buildings and fairly tore the burn- 
fgg boards loose by main strength and 
hurled them far away, to be scattered 
and literally stamped out beneath the 
feet of the other workers. Not a man 
in all that heroic band but knew that 
if the fire crossed the street and at- 
tacked the Broadway Hotel the entire 
camp would be burned, and all-worked 
with the energy of despair, some two 
or three falling from sheer exhaustion 
while at work. 

But one accident worthy of note oc- 
curred; that was the case of a man 
mamed Eness, who broke through the 
roof of a burning building and was 
quite badly burned on one leg before he 
could get out. The heaviest losers were: 
W. C. Wilson & Co., about $20,000: 
Hammond & Co., $3500; Underhill & 
Foren, $4000; J. M. Crawford, $2000: S. 


J. Montgomery, $1500; D. J. McCor- 
mack, $1000; St. Elmo Hotel, about 
$5000; George Toedt, $600: Austin 


Young, postmaster, $400; Otto Diesler, 
$1200; Ed James, $300; Price & Hopper 
$2500;.Grand Central Hotel, $2000: BE. A 
Ormsby, $900; Leon Cerf Co., $450.

Had the 
roperty been insured, the entire 
urned district would have been rebuilt 
fin'thirty days, or as soon as the mate- 
rial could have been obtained.

PADELFORD WILL CASE. 


His Daughter by Bettina Girard to 
' Get Her Share of the Estate. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 19.—Judge 
Hanna has settled the estate of Ar- 
thur Padelford, whose first wife was 
Bettina Girard, the daughter of Gen. 
Ordway of Washimgton. He decided 
that the estate should be distributed 
as if Mr. Padelford had made no will 
and codicil. 

Under the ruling the heirs will be 
the decedant’s widow, who was his 
second wife, and Valerie, his daughter 
by Bettina Girard. 

Mr. Padelford married Elizabeth 
Ordway or Bettina Girard in 1885. They 
lived in Paris and other. European 
cities, and in 1887 the daughter was 
born to them. Subsequently Mrs. 
Padelford returned to this ¢éumtry, and 
soon afterward the husband began di- 
vorce proceedings in Vienna. At this 
time he made a will directing that no 
part of his estate should be paid to his 
wife or to the child, stating that the 
child was not his. In 1889 a decree of 
divorce was granted. 

Equity procecdings were begun in 
this city in 1892 by Gen. Ordway for 
the daughter, Valerie, which resulted 
finally in Mr. Padelford recognizing 
her as his child and making an allow- 
ance for her support. 

Mr. Padelford married on March 27, 
1895, and died June 7, 1896, leaving a 
widow, Mrs. Edith Gramt Padelford, 
and the daughter by his first wife. 
The question before thecourt was the 
proper distribution of the funds in the 
hands of the surviving trustee. There 
is a balance for the distribution of 
$222,204 principal amd $3754 income.

NEW FOOTBALL RULES. 


& Number of Important Changes 
Recommended by the Committee. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
CHICAGO, Jan. 19.—The revised west- 
ern football rules, over which Profs. A. 
A. Stagg of Chicago University, and H. 
H. Everett of the University of Illi- 
nois have been poring for more than a 
month, have been sent out. The rules 
must now be submitted to the seven 
universities that united in appointing 
the committee, and a hard fight is likely 
to result over their adoption. Altera- 
tions in the rules are less sweeping 
than many anticpiated. The vital 
change is that radically altering the 
present system of scoring.- The goal 
after a touchdown is slated to count 
for only one additional point, the drop 
kick for four, the place kick for three 

and the safety for two. 

There is no requirement for seven 
men in the line, but it is provided that 
if two linemen are drawn back of the 
line they shall be outside of the line of 


scrimmage. Another safeguard against 


roughness is that imposing a distance 
penalty for laying hands on opponents 
before the ball is put into play. An 


important alterattion also is that per- 


mitting to the side scored on the choice 
of kick-off. , 

Other changes suggested are in defin- 
ing the safety; allowing fifteen yards 
instead of ten on the kick-out after a 
kick for goal on the first down; permit- 
ting only two minutes of time taken 
out for injuries, and modifying ‘tthe pen- 
alty impositions when the ball is close 
to the goal line.

heavily on the Cubans, and this fact 
disclosed the spirit animating the Ex- 
ecutive. With the declaration of bel- 
ligerency, the Spanish cruisers were 
free beyond the three-mile limit of 
Cuba, to harass, upon the high seas, 
the ships carrying supplies to Cuba. 
The Cubans themselves recognized that 
belligerency meant the cutting off of 
their supplies from this country, but 
they hoped, and had so expressed 
themselves to Mr. Hitt, that it would 
bring a ep shot from a Spanish 
cruiser on the high seas. directed 
- against an American ship, which would 
inflame the American people and sweep 
the Untted States into a war with 
Spain. 

Mr. Hitt referred to the critical con- 
dition in Havana, and the readiness of 
our warships for emergencies. What 
the next step would be he could not 
foretell, but he appealed to all to up- 
hold the hands of the President, just 
as all voices united in upholding the 
President in the Venezuelan crisis at 
@& moment when his action was fraught 
with the profoundesi responsibility. 
The Democrats made frequent inef- 
fectual attempts to amend the bill so 
as to meet-the Cuban situation in some 
shape, but all these amendments fell 
under the point of order by Mr. Hitt. 
One by Mr. Sulzer of New York di- 
rected the President, if the war should 
not cease within thirty days, to recog- 
nize Cuban independence and intervene 
by force of arms. 

Messrs. Brucker (Dem.) and Bishop 
(Rep.) had a warm controversy over 
Gov. Pingree’s latest speech, the latter 
Saying the Republicans repudiated 
Pingree, who had ceased to be a Re- 
publican. 


CONSIDERABLE EXCITEMENT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—All day 
long the question of granting belliger- 
ent rights to the Cuban insurgents was 
argued in the House, but as yesterday, 
the minority hurled itself against a 
stone wall. On 'the only vote taken to- 
day, a motion designed to overrule the 
decision of the Speaker and direct the 
Committee on Foreign Affairs to re- 
port without delay the Cuban resolu- 
tion passed by the Senate at ‘the last 
session, the Republicans stood solid 
and voted to sustain the chair. 
The galleries, as yesterday, were 
banked to the doors, and there was 
considerable excitement throughout the 
early part of the session, when the 
members of the minority were succes- 
sively pressing their views bearing 
upon the Cuban question for the pur- 
pose of embarrassing the majority. 
During the debate Chairman Hitt of 
the Foreign Affairs Committee made an 
impressive speech of less than an hour, 
explaining at length the situation which 
made action by Congress inadvisable. 
He spoke with impassoned words of 
the President’s sympathy with the 
struggle for Cuban independence, and 
the achtevement of the present admin- 
istration. The release of American 
prisoners in Cuba, the recall of Wey- 
ler, the abandonment of the policy of 
concentration and the autonomy 
scheme he attributed to the firm atti- 
tude of the President, and contrasted 
these results with the inaction of the 
last administration. 
He averred that belligerent rights 
could not aid the. insurgents, and per- 
haps the most dramatic portion of his 
speech was when he declared that the 
insurgents only wished for belligerent 
rights. in the hope and belief that this 
country would he embroiled in a war 
with Spain, which would give them their 
freedom with our triumph. He asserted 
that the President must assume the 
responsibility of any action which might 
eventuate in war, and appealed to both 
sides of the chamber to patriotically 
support the Executive if a crisis shall 
come. 
Mr. Dinsmore of Arkansas, the lead- 
ing minority member of the Committee 
on Foreign Affairs, replied to Mr. Hitt, 
and Messrs. Adams, Berry and Wheeler 
also addressed the House during the 
general debate. 
The debate will close tomorrow at 4 
o’clock under the arrangement made to- 
day, and a final test will be made on @ 
motion, of which Mr. Williams (Dem.) 
of Mississippi gave notice today, to 
recommit the bill with instructions ‘to 
ert back the Cuban resolution as a 
rider. 


FIFTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 
REGULAR SESSION. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—SENATE— 
After the reading of the journal in the 
Senate, Mr. Vest of Missouri gave no- 
tice that he would, at the conclusion 
of the morning business, move to take 
up the Teller resolution, which was re- 
ported by the Finance Committee yes- 
terday. 
A bill authorizing the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, the Secretary of the Treasury and 
the Secretary of War to compromise 
and adjust certain claims of the United 
States against:the State of Tennessee 
and the State of Tennessee against the 
United States was passed. 

A joint resolution providing for the 
appointment of a commission to make 
a@ survey of a ship canal from the 
lower part of Lake Michigan to the 
Wabash River was referred to ‘the 
Committee on Commerce. 

Mr. Hoar offered a resolution, relative 
to the recent order of the Postmaster- 
General reducing the number of letter 
carriers in some of the large cities on 
account of a deficiency tn the free-de- 
livery appropriation, the resolution pro- 
viding that the Committee on Postof- 
fices and Postroads should immediately 
ascertain what amount was necesasry 
to preserve the postal free-delivery 
service of'the country. For his resolu- 
tion Mr. Hoar asked immediate con- 
sideration. 

Mr. Wolcott, chairman of the Post- 
Offices and Postroads Committee, ob- 
jected to the reference of the resolution 
to his committee. He said that the 
committee was utterly powerless to af- 
ford relief for the trouble at which the 
resolution was directed. He thought 
the resolution ought to go to the Com- 
mittee on Appropriations. The Commit- 
tee on Postoffices and Postroads, he 
added, is anxious to extend and make 
‘more efficient the letter-carrier sys- 
tem, but is powerless. 


IMPORTANT QUESTION. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 


Mr. Hoar thought the question wasa 
most important one, affecting as it 
does hundreds of thousands of péople 
who receive mail. 

“This order of the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral,’’ declared Mr. Hoar, ‘‘created con- 
sternation among business men. The 
order was based upon a deficiency in 
the appropriation for free delivery of 
about $150,000. All that is needed to 
remedy the difficulty encountered by 
the Postoffice Department, and which 
confronts the business men of the 
country, is & small appropriation. It is 
absolutely intolerable,” said Mr. Hoar, 
“that this great branch of the publie 
service should stop. or be crippled. 
Many of the smaller cities. of the coun- 
try are to be deprived practically of the 
mail-delivery facilities, and it is time 
that something be done to avoid serious 
business embarrassment.” | 
Mr. Allen urged that the Postmaster. 
General be sent a resolution, inquiring 
why theissuance of such an order as 
had provoked this discussion was nec- 
essary. No suggestion had been made 
to the Committee on Appropriations, 
that the Postmaster-General has not 
at his disposal sufficient funds to mee 
the needs of the department. .

Mr. Wolcott then called attention to 
the opposition of the publishers of New 
England to the enactment of the bill re 
stricting second-class matter. 

Mr. Allen of Nebraska spoke sarcas- 
tically of the good times the people of 
New England were having under the 
Dingley law, with their strikes and 
lockouts. He thought that a good many 
of them would now have time to go to 
the postoffice to get their mail if it 
should not be promptly delivered by a 
carrier. The great point involved in 
the discussion of postoffice finances 
was the charge that there was an an- 
nual leakage of from $8,000,000 to $10,- 
000,000 on account of the underweighing 
of mail matter. 

“It is most remarkable,” said Mr. 
Allen, “that charges of such gravity 
should be made in the public prints, 
and yet that the party in power 
should remain with reference to them 
as silent as the grave. If we only had 
the nerve to take hold of these 
frauds and eradicate them, we should 
have money enough to put a corps of 
efficient letter carriers in every city 
in the land.’’ 

Mr. Chandler objected to the pres- 
ent consideration of the Hoar resolu- 
tion, suggested by Mr. Allison, and 
it went over. 

Mr. Chandler presented and secured 
the passage of a resolution directing 
the Committee on Interstate Com- 
merce to inquire whether the fund 
provided for in rules 16 and 17 of 
the Joint Traffic Association, is law- 
fully in existence; to examine the de- 
tails of its expenditure, as to whether 
or not it had been expended for law- 
ful purposes, and whether any illegal 
or improper use of the funds could be 
prohibited and punished by law. 

Mr. Hansbrough called up a- bill 
that had been sent to the Senate by 
the House providing that receivers of 
public moneys should be responsible 
under their bonds for all money re- 
ceived by them from the sale of In- 
dian lands. The bill passed the Sen- 
ate on Monday. but Mr. Hans- 
brough’s desire was that the bill 
should be enacted into a law by the 
passage of the House bill. The bill 
was passed. 

Mr. Tillman presented a resolution, 
for which he asked immediate con- 
sideration, extending the authority of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
so that it might inquire to what ex- 
tent railroad companies issue passes, 
whether the railroads gave transpor- 
tation for any other consideration 
than cash, and what arrangements 
they had with newspapers: regarding 
transportation. 

Mr. Cullom, chairman of the com- 
mittee, objected to the consideration 
of the resolution, as it would involve 
a long and tedious investigation by 
the committee, which was anxious to 
get some bills before Congress during 
the present session. He said that he 
had no desire to evade the truth in 
any part of the investigation, but was 
satisfied that the committee had not 
sufficient testimony before it to indi- 
cate the need of stringent legislation. 
It had been shown, he said, that in 
the scalping business not only  out- 
siders, but the agents of some rail- 
roads were engaged. 

“I do not want to investigate 
throughout the year,” he said, “but 
desire to prepare some bill that will 
cure the evils we have found.” 

Mr. Vest recalled his notice that 
he would take up the Teller resolution 
today, but, for the reason that sev- 
eral Senators interested in it were ab- 
seni, he gave notice that he would 
move to take it up tomorrow. 

At 2:20 o’clock, on motion of Mr. 
Davis, the Senate went into executive 
session, and at 5 o’clock adjourned. 


HOUSE PROCEEDINGS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


HOUSE.—When the House convened 
today the leaders on both sides were 


. rallying their forces and it was appar- 


ent that the battle over Cuba that 
raged yesterday was to continue today. 
The attendance on the floor and inthe 
galleries was very large. 

Mr. Linney (Rep.) of North Caro- 
lina, from the Elections Committee No. 
1, reported that M. G. L. Comer had 
abandoned his contest against H. G. 
Clayton from the Third Alabama Dis- 
trict, and a resolution was adopted de- 


Mr. Clayton entitled to his 
seat. 
Mr. Grout (Rep.) of Vermont re- 


ported the District of Columbia Ap- 
propriation Bill. 


Mr. Lacey (Rep.) of Iowa asked 
unanimous consent for a bill to ex- 
tend the homestead law and other 


laws to Alaska. Mr. Lacey explained 
that several applications were made 
to his committee by several companies 
projecting roads into Canada and that 
the committee had decided to report 
this general bill. 

Mr. Simpson the bill was too 
important to consider by unanimous 
consent, and he objected. 

Immediately afterward the storm 
broke, and the battle over Cuba was 
once more on. 

Mr. Brucker (Dem.) of Michigan 
asked unanimous eonsent for the con- 
sideration of a resolution which he 
sent to the clerk’s desk. 

The Speaker took occasion to exam- 
ine the resolution, and while doing so 
Mr. Bailey, the leader of the minority, 
loudly demanded that the resolution 
be reported. 

The Speaker thereupon directed the 
clerk to read the resolution, which 
proved to be a resolution to instruct 
the Committee on Foreign Affairs to 
report without further delay the Sen- 
ate Cuban belligerency resolution. 

Like a flash Mr. Hitt,’chairman of 
the Foreign Affairs Committee, was on 
his feet with a point of order, which 
the Speaker promptly sustained and 
was about to recognize Mr. Hitt, to 
call up the Diplomatic and Consular 
Appropriation Bill, when Mr. Bailey 
demanded recognition. 

“One moment, please,” he called. 
“Let us first dispose of this qucstion of 
order.”’ 

“The chair sustained the point of or- 
der,’”’ retorted the Speaker testily. 

“Then appeal,” called Mr. Bailey 
across the hall to Mr. Brucker, and 
the Michigander entered an appeal 
from the decision of the chair. 

All was instantly excitement and 
confusion. A dozen members were on 
their feet demanding recognition to 
debate the appeal, but the Speaker 
recognized Mr. Dalzell, who moved to 
lay’ it on the table. . This cut off de- 
bate, and the Speaker put the ques- 
tion. Ona rising vote the Republicans 
stood firm and voted—107 to 94—to lay 
the appeal on the table. The yea-and- 
nay vote was demanded and obtained 
by Mr. Bailey. The roll call was 
watched with interest to ascertain 
whether all of the Republicans were 
willing to go on record as they had 
voted yesterday in committee of the 
whole, when no record of the vote was 
made. The Democrats, who expected 
to see the Republican lines’ broken, 
were dicappointed. The majority pre- 
sented an unbroken front. 

White of North. Carolina, the 
solitary colored member of the House, 
when his name was called, declined to 
vote at all, answering “‘present.”’ But 
at the conclusion of the roll call he 
thought better of his resolution and 
voted aye. The motion to lay the ap- 
carried, 168 to 
126. There were no manifestations of 
approval on the announcement of the 
vote. 

The House, on Mr. Hitt’s§ motion, 
went into committee of the whole and 
resumed consideration of the Diplo- 
matic and Consular Appropriation Bill. _ 
As soon as the first paragraph was 
read the struggle was resumed.

Mr. Williams (Dem.) of Mississippi 
offered an amendment, directing the 
President to appoint three commicasion- 
ers to proceed to Cuba and, if possi- 
ble, negotiate a treaty of peace, amity 
and commerce with the republic of 
Cuba, and appropriating $15,000 for de- 
fraying the expenses of the commis- 
sioners. It was voted out of order. 

Immediately afterward Mr. Lewis 
(Dem.) of Washington offered another 
amendment, providing that, to empha- 
size the fact that a state of war ex- 
isted in Cuba, the Consul-General at 
Havana be withdrawn and the govern- 
ment of Spain be notified of a suspen- 
sion of diplomatic relations at that 
point. 

Mr. Hitt quickly raised a point of 
order, which Mr. Hepburn, in the chair, 
sustained. 

“I appeal from the decision of the 
chair,”’ said Mr. Lewis. 

“And I make the point that the ap- 
peal is dilatory,’”’ exclaimed Mr. Dal- 
zell (Rep.) of Pennsylvania. 

“The chair sustains the point,” de- 
clared Mr. Hepburn, who directed the 
clerk to proceed with the reading. 

Excitement was at the boiling point, 
and Mr. Terry (Dem.) of Arkansas 
shouted his protest. 

“Can it be poesible that we have 
reached the point where this side of 
the house cannot appeal from the de- 
cision of the chair?’ he called. 

Mr. Hepburn directed Mr. Terry to 
take his seat, and the clerk went on 
with the reading. 

Mr. Lewis found a parliamentary 
way of discussing his amendment, 
however, by moving a pro-forma 
amendment to strike out the last word. 

The reading of the bill went on, in- 
terrupted every few minutes by five- 
minute speeches from the Democratic 
side on Cuba. 

Mr. Sulzer (Dem.) of New York of- 
fered an amendment directing the 
Presidemt to notify Spain that unless 
the war ceased in thirty days he would 
recognize the independence of Cuba 
and enforce our proposition by force of 
arms. It went the way of its prede- 
cessors, but Mr. Sulzer managed to get 
five minutes om a pro-forma amend- 
ment, in the course of which he asked 
Mr. Hitt whether the Committee on 
Foreign Affairs intended to suppress 
all resolutions and bills recognizing the 
frightful state of affairs im Cuba. Mr. 
Hitt paid no attention to the question. 

“The gentleman, like his party, does 
not answer,” exclaimed Mr. Sulzer. “I 
refer him to the St. Louis platform.” 
[Democratic laughter and Republican 
jeers.] 

Mr. Wilson (Dem.) of South Caro- 
lina presented the Cuban question in 
still a new form ina hope to engraft 
it in the bill. It provided for a change 
in the salary of the United States 
Consul-General at Havana, pending the 
continuance of the present war. Mr. 
Wilson declared that it would be a bloi 
on the name of the House of Renmresen- 
tatives if it prevemted a vote on the 
question of the war in Cuba, a blot 
comparable only to that of the law 
written in blood and flame, written so 
high that it could not be read. 

Mr. Hitt opened the general debate 
with a brief but important statement 
as to our foreign relations with Spain 
and Cuba amd the course of the ad- 
ministration. The present Executive, 
he said, had come into power a year 
ago. His sentiments were well known. 
On this floor and im all his public ut- 
terances he had shown his sympathy 
with any people struggling to better 
their condition. 

Hastily he sketched the course of af- 
fairs since President McKinley’s ad- 
vent to power. Mr. Hitt said the 
President had immediately demanded 
the release of the American prisoners 
in Cuba. In many cases his demand 
was complied with, but not in all. 
Then, by the hamd of an assassin, the 
leader of@the policy of stern Conserva- 
tive oppression had fallen. His suc- 
cessors pursued the same policy until 
overthrown. When the Liberal min- 
istry came in, the President had again 
pressed for the release of the Ameri- 
can prisoners. The ministry yielded at 
last and all had been given their free- 


dem. 

But the President had gomefurther. He 
had protested with such emphasis and 
emergy against the barbarities of the 
war and the policy of concentration 
that Gen. Weyler had been recalled in 
disgrace and the policy of concentra- 
tion had beem abandoned. Further, 
even, that this, the President had 
gone. He had notified the Sagasta 
ministry that the war must cease and 
proper settlement be made within a 
reasonable time. These representaticns 
had been made owing 1o the general in- 
terest all over the country in the 
struggle the Cubans were making. The 
President’s represemtations had been 
listened to by Spain, and the scheme of 
self-government, modeled upon that of 
Canada, had beem issued. Whether it 
was practical or sincere many might 
Perhaps it would be a harsh 
judgment now to say it had already 
failed. But that it was. sincere, events 
had already made clear. Those who 
understoc’d] Spain and her machinations 
far better than we had passed judg- 
ment and had already attempted to 
destroy the autonomy scheme amd to 
pull down the Sagasta government, 
which had proposed it. 

He thought it unwise for the United 
States at this time to recognize the bel- 
ligerency of the insurgents. Mr. Hitt 
admonished the members that a na- 
tional action must be vindicated before 
the world, and that we must: prove in 
what we do that we are actuated by no 
vulgar greed to rob a neighbor or to 
seize the property of others. A decla- 
vation of belligerency, he _ explained, 
would allow Snvpain’s warships to hunt 
our vessels on the high seas. 

Mr. Hitt spoke of the Spanish author- 
ity in Havana as tottering between 
armed forces without and tumultuous 
riot within, but with impressive words 
warned the members that the vast re- 
sponbility of action, with the momen- 
tous consequences that might ensue, 
rested on the shoulders of the Execu- 
tive, not on members of Congress, who 
might be making speeches for public 
approval. 

“Let us remember,” said he, “that we 
have a faithful pilot at the helm, and if 
the shin of state is near the rapids, 
we should be patient and ready to sup- 
port him if he takes the step which the 
honor and interests of our country 
may demand.” 

He referred to Gen. Lee as an offi- 
cer of ability and experience, who could 
be relied on to jealously guard our 
honor at Havana, and concluded with 
an eloquent appeal to the members of 
the House, though they might have had 
differences, to drown all other voices 
as they did in the Venezuelan crisis, 
and stand by the President and the 
country. While he could not prophesy 
as to the future, he solemnly assured 
the House that the President would not 
disappoint the expectations of his 
countrymen. 

Mr. Dinsmore of: Arkansas, a Demo- 
cratic member of the Foreign Affairs 
Committee, declared that the time had 
come for giving the Cubans:the recog- 
nition they had so long sought. 

Mr. Berry (Dem.) of Kentucky elo- 
quently pleaded Cuba’s cause. After 
300,000 Cubans had gone down to their 
death during the last four years, he 
said, it was absurd for members. to 
staral on ‘the floor of the House and 
deny that a state of war exists on the 
island. 

“I don’t fear war,” said Mr. Berry. 
“I think a little blood-running would 
be good for us. Let Spain fire on the 
American flag just once, and the flame 
will be kindled that will free Cuba.” 

“But what will happen to us?” asked 
Mr, Mahany. 

“Oh, we can take care of our- 
selves,”’ replied Mr. Berry. 

After some further remarks by Mr. 
Wheeler (Dem.) of Alabama in favor 
of granting belligerent rights to the 
insurgents, the committee rose and at

STATEHOOD BILLS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—The House 
Committee on Territcries today, after 
concluding the hearing of arguments, 
fixed on next Wednesday’s meeting for 
the vote on the Statehood bills of 
Oklahoma, New Mexico and Arizona. 


NEW QUARANTINE BILL. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—Senator 
Vest, from the Committee on Quaran- 
tine and Public Health, today reported 
a substitute for Mr. Caffery’s bill pro- 
viding regulations for quarantine. The 
bill, as reported, practically places all 
matters pertaining to the quarantine 
service in the control of the Federal 
government. 

Another provision is as _ follows: 
‘Whenever yellow fever, cholera plague 
or typhus fever has passed the quar- 
antines of the United States, or in any 
manner gained entrance within the 
limits of any State or Territory, the 
quarantine regulations of the United 
States for the purpose of preventing 
the spread of disease from one State to 
another shall be supreme, and have 
precedence of State or municipal laws, 
rules or regulations, and the President 
is authorized to enforce the same and 
control the movement of vessels, rail- 
way trains, vehicles or persons so as 
to prevent those diseaces from spread- 
ing from one State to another, and to 
prevent unnecessary restrictions upon 
interstate commerce.” 

The bill! is a complete quarantine 
code, Heavy penalties are provided 
for the violation of its provisions. 

TO BUY THE KANSAS PACIFIC. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—A bill to 
authorize the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury under certain conditions to pur- 
chase the Kansas Pacific division of the 
Union Pacific Railroad was introduced 
in the House today by Mr. Fleming of 
Georgia, a member of the Pacific Rail- 
road Committee, to which the bill is re- 
ferred. It provides that if, in the opin- 
ion of the President, it shall be neces- 
sary to preserve the security of the 
United States in refpect to its lien, 
mortgage or other interests in the Kan- 
sas Pacific, the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury shall bid the full amount necessary 
for the protection of the government’s 
lien and claim on that property, and 
purchase for the United States the 
property, subject to such incumbrance, 
at any sale. 

Any sums necessary to redeem or 
clear off the paramount liens aforesaid 
or to make such purchase or execute 
any purpose of the act are appropriated 
by the bill. 


GOVERNMENT ARMOR PLATE. 


Secretary Long. Says the Depart- 
ment Has Called for Bids, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—Secretary 
Long, accompanied by Chief Con- 
structor Hichborm, Chief O’Neili of the 
Bureau of Ordnance and Judge Advo- 
cate Lemley, appeared before the Sen- 
ate Committee on Naval Affairs today. 
The Secretary said in response to ques- 
tions that the Navy Department had 
prepared full plans and specifications 
calling for an armor plant under the 
last naval appropriation bill and that 
estimiates on the cost of lan, tools and 
machinery necessary to equip the plant 
had been adopted. The bids were to 
be opened on the 29th imst., and he 

thought several bids would be made. 

From the Secretary's statement, cor- 
roborated by statememts from Com- 
modore Hichborn and Capt. O'Neill, it 
appears that the cost of a government 
mlant properly equiped would be from 
$3,500,000 to $4,500,000. He said that this 
included machinery for making armor 
plate, guns and projectiles, and added 
that, if the govermment adopted the 
policy of providing its own plant, no 
armor could be expected from such a 
plant for about three years. 


OUR COAST DEFENSES, 


Definite Plans Made in Congress to 
Prosecute the Work. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


CHICAGO, Jan. 19.—A special to the 
Tribune from Washington says that 
definite plans have been made fn Con- 
gress for the further. prosecution of 
the work of fortification along the 
coast. The plans will follow the same 
line agreed upon for the navy, which 
is rather to hurry up the use of war- 
like material already on hand, rather 
than to make heavy expenditures for 
guns and ships that cannot be utilized 
for years to come. The Fortifications 


Appropriation Bill will carry a consid- |, 


erably smaller amount than that of 
bast year, but the money will be where 
it will have an immediate effect in 
strengthening the coast defenses. 

It is a secret, which has been care- 
fully kept by the government officials 
and especially by the heads of the 
War Department that New York, Bos- 
ton and San Francisco today are for- 
tified to a degree sufficient to keep off 
almost any foreign fipet. This state- 
ment was made positively by an cfficial 
who knows the facts, and said that 
the danger to those three ports in case 
of war had finally been adequately 
provided for. The present purpose of 
those having the matter in charge in 
Congress is to expend quite a large sum 
of money in disappearing carriages for 
the new rifles. 

There are already on hand, and or- 
dered, many more big guns than could 
possibly be put in place in the next 
two years. What it wanted now is, first, 
ample fortifications and emplacements 
for the guns now lying around on skids; 
second, a large supply of the new car- 
riages; third, ligh fortifications to pro- 
tect the gunner, and, fourth, barracks 
and houses for the artillerymen. 

During the last year the develop- 
ment of the marveious disappearing 
carriage for the largest type of rifle 
has been beyond the expectations of 
the officials themselves. These disap- 
pearging carriages can nowW be napidly 
built for about $25,000 each, whereas, 
the old hydraulic lift, which was never 
very satisfactory, cost in the neighbor- 
hood of $250,000. \ 

The Fortifications Bill this year will 
therefore contain but moderate appro- 
priations for new guns, but will appro- 
priate a large amount for ammunition, 

rriages and implacements, with a 
siifficient suen. to provide barracks for 
enough men to manage the coast de- 
fenses. The purpose of the War De- 
partment and of Congress is to fortify 
large cities that could be made the ba- 
sis of an attack for the levy of black- 
mail. The small towns along the coast 
will be allowed to take care of them- 
selves. The offfcials hiave figured out 
that if they concentrate their energies 
onplaces_like.Boston, NewYork, the 
entrance to Chesapeake Bay, Mobile,

CIVIL SERVICE HEARING. 


Chief Clerk Bailey Advises a Re- 
classification of Offices. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—When the 
investigation of the civil service by 
the Senate committee was resumed 
today, Chief Clerk E. D. Bailey of the 
chief examiner’s office, Civil Service 
Commission, advised a general. reclassi- 
fication of government offices. The 
present grouping, he described as ac- 
cidental, based on salaries, while he 
believed it should be based on the kind 
of work done, which would be of great 
advantage in preparing examinations 
for applicants. Asked as to the exten- 
sion of the civil service made by the 
order of May 6, 1896, he said that it 
brought in 31,000 additional positions. 
The largest number of offices brought 
in by a single order before that was 
(600 by President Harrison, 7000 by 
President Cleveland being the next. 

The commission, on May 6, was not 
prepared to meet the sweeping exten- 
sions and no eligible lists had been 
prepared prior to that date for those 
places. Then, too, there had been 


many temporary appointments caused 
by lack of e‘igibles. 


LANDING OF CABLE, 


Right of the President to Interfere 
im the Matter. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—At the re- 
quest of the Secretary of State, Act- 
ing Attorney-General Richards has 
given an opinion on the question of 
the authority of the President, in the 
absence of legislation, to control the 
landing of foreign telegraphic cables. 
The question was raised by the ac- 
tion of the French Cable Company in 
landing a cable at Cape Cod without 


the express permission of Congress or 
the President. 


Mr. Richards’s conclusions are as 
follows: “That the President has the 
power, in the absence of Icgislative 


enactment, to control the landing of 
foreign submarine cables. He may 
either prevert the landing, if the rights 
intrusted to his care so demand, or 
permit it on conditions that protect 
the interests of this government and 
its citizens, and if a landing has been 
effected without the consent of, or 
against the protest of, this govern- 
ment, respect for its rights and com- 
pliance with its terms may be forced 
by applying the prohibiticn to the 
operation of the line, unless the neces- 
sary conditions are accepted and ob- 
served.”

PRECAUTIONS BY AUTHORITIES TO 
PREVENT OUTBREAKS, 


Small Mob of Students Kept in 
Hand by the Police—New Light 
Thrown on the Dreyfus Matter. 
Zola Getting Ready. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

PARIS, Jan. 19.—{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.}] As a precaution to prevent dis- 
turbances, the bridges from the 
Latin Quarter were today guarded by 
police, and the residences of Mathuey 
Dreyfus and Emile Zola were guarded. 
A small mob of students assembled 
outside the law school with the usual 
cries, but the police prevented a serious 
demonstration.

MIDNIGHT:—Thero have been no 
further demonstraticns up to midnight. 
The city is tranquil. An anti-Jewish 
manifestation took place at Nantes 
and Rouen, where there were several 
arrests. It is said that the students’ 
association amd committees have re- 
solved to abstain from further demon- 
strations pending the trial of M. Zola.

AUTHORITY DEFIED, 


OHIO SCANDAL INVESTIGATION IS 
BLOCKHD BY WITNESSES. 


Senate Committee is Told That it 
Has No Power to Compel Testi- 
mony—Telegrams Signed “H. D.’’ 
Wanted — Vate on Reorganiza- 
tion. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

COLUMBUS (0O.,) Jan. 19.—The in- 
vestigation into the charge of bribery 
in connection witth» the reeent Sena- 
torial election «weathed a crisis  to- 
night. No matter what may be the 
final result of the investigation, there 
will likely be severa};witnesses  ar- 
rested for contempt: They had seven 
witnesses subpoenaed for tonight, but 
they were not all examined, because 
none of them would testify. 

The Senate committee examined 
Samuel Pentland, proprietor of the 
Neil House; Frank P. Ross, manager 
of the telephone company; W. F. 
Truesdale, manager of the Postal 
Telegraph Company, and S. M. Dun- 
lap, manager of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company, who then asked 
to confer with their attorneys, and 
were excused until tonight for that 
purpose. When they appeared tonight, 
they said their attorneys held that 
the Senate had no jurisdiction in the 
investigation of the bribery of a mem- 
ber of the House, and had advised 
them not to answer any further ques- 
tions before the committee. They all 
followed the advice of their attorneys. 

Chairman Burke, Senators Lang and 
Finck did their best to draw out the 
witnesses, but to no avail. After the 
four others took their turns, Senator 
Garfield would close each examination 
by asking, “Do you decline to an- 
swer questions because your attorneys 
say this committee has no jurisdiction 
in the case and have’ so advised you?’ 
The reply was in the affirmative, and 
the witnesses were excused. Each 
witness was told that he was held 
under service by the committee, and 
should report tomorrow night at 7:30 
o’clock or sooner, if called for. 

As the committee will make a partial 
report to the Senate tomorrow, a lively 
time is expected. The committee. will 
ask the Senate to punish the witnesses 
for contempt, and to giv e the investi- 
gators full authority. 

D. Hollenben of Cardon, Auditor 

of Geauga county, and member of the 
Republican State Executive Commit- 
tee, was: among the witnesses called. 
Hollenben was asked repeatedlv if his 
son was not in the employ of Sena- 
tor Hanna, and if his son did not carry 
funds from Columbus to Cincinnati. 
Representative Otis resides in Cincin- 
nati and made the charges under 
which the investigation was instituted. 
Hollenben invariably refused to answer 
these questions, doing so, he said, upon 
the advice of his attorneys. 
Shepherd M..Dunlap, manager of the 
Western Union Telegraph Company, 
was asked specifically for messages 
signed ‘“‘H. He, too, declined to 
make reply. 

The committee went into executive 
session to consider the extent of its 
jurisdiction in the investigation, and 
especially in the matter of punishing 
witnesses for contempt. The commit- 
tee was in executive session from 9 to 
11 o’clock, and adopted, by a vote of 4 
to 1, Garfield voting in the negative, 
a resoluticn to refer the whole matter 
back to the Senate, and adjourned for 
further instructions and power, 

VOTE ON REORGANIZATION. 

{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.}] 

COLUMBUS (0O.,) Jan. 19.—Senator 
Burke, chairman of the committee in- 
vestigating the rges made 
by Representative Otis, did not issue 
the subpoenas today for additional 
witnesses, as expected, He states that 
the committee will be engaged tonight 
in getting the hotel proprietors to pro- 
duce their books and_ the ttelegraph 
companies to furnish copies of mes- 
sages The telephone and telegraph 
managers last night not only declined 
to produce messages and other rec!

OPENING THE RAND.| 


FREE WATER FOR FAMILIES AT 
JOHANNESBURG. 


Expert Opinion That the Rand Dis- 
, trict Has More Ore Than 
Cripple Creek. 


— 


REDUCTION WORKS AT BARSTOW 


RAILROADS EXPLAIN IN- 


CREASE OF FARES. 


Freight on Staples Reduced, and a 
Readjustment Promised—Predic- 
tion of Rapid Growth of the 

Desert Town. 


A meeting of the Johannesburg Mill- 
ing and Water Company was held yes- 
terday at the office in the Wilcox 
building, and the following officers 
were elected: President, H. Dar-: 
ling; vice-president, George H. Curtis; 
secretary, George E. Pratt; treasurer, 
First National Bank. The three gen- 
tlemen named and F. Qua and A. M. 
Squire constitute the board of direct- 
ors. 


The directors decided to supply water 
for domestic use to all residents of Jo- 
hannesburg without charge until July 
1, 1898, and to begin immediately the 
construction of a number of cottages. 
Johannesburg has an ample water sup- 
ply for milling and al! other purposes, 
and, in the opinion of the railroad and 
mining experts who have etudied the 
situation, is certain to be the principal 
town of the Rand district. Careful ex- 
amination of the mines has convinced 
the experts employed by the Vander- 
bilts that a greater quantity of low- 
grade ore exists in the Rand than was 
found in Cripple Creek, and that a 
great amount of gold will be produced 
by the district as soon as reduction 
works of large capacity shall be in op- 
eration. 

A fifty-stamp\mill, cyanide works, 
smelter and other reduction plants re- 
quired for the treatment of free-milling 
and refractory ores are being built at 
Barstow by capitalists who are inter- 
ested in the Rand and in the railway, 
and will be in operation early this 
year. It is estimated that ore can be 
hauled from Johannesburg and milled 
for $4 per ton, which leaves a good 
margin of profit for the miner on ores 
that are now piled upon the dumpe. 

It is predicted: by the railroad men 
that Johannesburg will be a town of 
5000 inhabitants within six months. 
For the present, the town is the ter- 
minus of the railway, but there is no 
doubt that the line will be extended to 
connect with the Vanderbilt lines’ in 
Utah and become a link in a new 
transcontinental system. Connections 
with the Valley road and the Carson 
—_ Colorado are likely to be made 
also. 

Some people in Johannesburg and 
Randsburg are doing a bit of vigorous 
kicking just now, on account of the 
fact that the Santa Fé and Randsburg 
railroads have raised the passenger 
and a portion of the freight rates be- 
tween Los Angel and the points 
named to a high figure than was 
charged when men and goods were 
brought into camp via rail and wagon. 

The railroad men admit they have 
“seemingly” raised rates, but explain 
the raise in such a way that it gives 
two sides to the story. 

Before the railroad was built from 
Kramer to Johannesburg, the passen- 
ger rate to Randsburg, via rail and 
siage, was $6.60 from Los Angeles. 
On Monday last a through train was 
put on the Santa Fé from Los An- 
geles to Barstow, thence to Kramer 
and thence via the new road to Jo- 
hannesburg, and the fare fixed at $7.80. 

At the same time freight rates on 
first and second-class consignments, 
as regularly scheduled by the railroad 
companies, were raised, but rates on 
third, fourth, fifth and lower classes 
of freight were lowered, compared with 
the old charges made by rail and 
wagon. No rates on cre out of the 
Rand district have as yet been fixed. 

General Passenger Agent Byrne of 
the Santa Fé was seen yesterday in 
regard to the matter, and said: “Yes, 
it is true we have raised the rates 
on passenger service to $7.80. We 
run one through train each way a day 
from Los Angeles to Johannesburg. 


‘The distance is 202 miles, and a frac- 


tion, which makes our passenger rate 
about 32% cents per mile. We charge 
3 cents per mile in the valley, where 
the travelis constant, and the pas- 
sengers in sufficient numbers to pay. 
On the contrary, we run up the moun- 
tains with a handful of passengers, 
start them on time, land them on 
time, give them an easy ride for a 
half-cent a mile more. 

“But our present rates are not 
fixed by any means. It does not, how- 
ever, pay any railroad to run empty 
coaches back and forth over a moun- 
tain road twice a day: take chances 
of accidents, stand wear and tear of 
machinery, and rolling stock, and in- 
cur all the extra expense a branch 


line causes, unless there is travel 
enough to pay cost. Now, the fare 
from her to Barstow is $6.60. To Jo- 


hannesbure it is $7.80, or $1.20 more. 
If the reduction works were running 
at Barstow. if people were going in 
and out of Johannesburg by train- 
loads, it would bo different, but such 
is not the case. Ovr rates to Rands- 
burg will compare with any mining 
railroad on earth. The Co'orado rail- 
roads charge from 12 to 21 cents per 
mile to Cripnle Creek and like dis- 
tricts. We will probably readiust 
rates some time in the future, but 
now 3% cents per mile up into the 
mountains IT consider a most equitable 
rate for the passenger, and anything 
but a bonanza for the railreads.”’ 

“The kick from Johannesbure and 
Randsbure about freight rates is utter 
nonsense,”” said General Freight Agent 
Chambers of the Santa Fé, yesterday. 
“The people un there who use the 
necessaries of life, who feed the min- 
ers, are not kicking, for the reason we 
have reduced rates on the goods they 
use. The freight rates raised are on 
such articles as dry goods. liquor in 
glass. and other freight that is classed 
on all railroads as first and a half, first 
ond second class freight. The mer- 
chants selling these soods do not want 
to lose eny of the extravagant profit 
they have been charging, and they how] 
about our raising freight rates. We 
haul from this city to Johannesburg 
lumber at 43% cents per hundred: flour, 
62 cents; grain, 42 cents; hay, 37 cents, 
and take coal in from Gallup at from 
87 to 50 cents, according to the load. 
All the rates quoted are lower than 
the former rates by rail and team, as 
can be easily proven. Besides they or- 
der their goods one day and get them 
the next. where under the old system 
they ordered them one day and got 
them when they got them. 

“Now, as to rates on ore. We will 
haul ore out of Johannesburg to Bars- 
tow reduction works at from $1.25 to 
$2 per ton. These rates are acknow!l- 
edged to be low enough to admit the 
shipping of $10-grade ore. The Jo- 
hannesburg people and Randsburg peo- 
ple, as a whole, are making no com- 
plaint. It is only a few men."”’ 

The railroad people intimated yester- 
day that no fixed rates had been made, 
but said the road from Kramer to 
Johannesburg being new, the business 
fs an absolutely unknown quantity, it 


‘mines until after the 


would take time to adjust the rates. 

“What do we want to kill the new 
road for?" said one official. ‘“‘Do those 
people expect us to make them pres- 
ents? The talk about right-of-way is 
nonsense. They were tickled to death 
to get the road, and the only trouble 
we had about rights-of-way was with 


‘men who had as much right to the 


land we wanted to cross as a wooden 
Indian in front of a cigar store. We 
want that section of the country to 
build up, but we can't run trains, hire 
men, burn coal and carry the Johannes- 
burg people and their goods for noth- 
ing. If the people up there can do bet- 
ter by using rail.and mule teams they 
are fools, and worse than fools, if they 
do not do it. You will find that all this 
kick comes from a very few. lt costs 
you $6.60 to-get to Barstow, wherever 
you want to go from there, and it only 
costs you $1.20 more to reach Johannes- 
burg in a few hours. It’s no use talk- 
ing, trains cannot be run through for 
a less rate at the present amount of 
travel. If hundreds went every day it 
would be different, but when you have 
to run a train with ten people on board, 
you use as much coal, your engineer, 
fireman, conductor, brakeman, ete., 
charge you just as much, and your 
wear and tear on machinery is just as 
great as if a hundred were hauled. 
Wait until the camp builds up, as it is 
sure to do, and then you will see what 
the railroads will do to help build it. 
At present we are running cheaper 
than we can afford and, as I said, if the 
old route of rail and wagon anpeals to 
these people we cannot help it. One 
thing I want to emphasize, and that is 
that it was not necessary to promise 
of pay anything for a right-of-way any- 
where from Kramer to Johannesburg.” 


So far as ore ‘shipments are con- 
cerned, the mine owners who have 
property in the Rand district and 


are located hers, say that a $1.25 to $2 
per ton rate om cre, according to its 
richness when assayed, will be all they 
can ask. They also say that no larce 
amount of ore will be shipped from th 
new reduction 
works at Barstow are in cperaticn. 
which will probably be in Merch next. 
The mines are being actively worked 
and the ore piled .on dumps-ready for 
shipment. This work will be continued 
until such time as the new works are 
ready to receive ore. The new works 
will be equipped with the 
in every branch of reducing ore, and it 
is asserted that what is now classed 
as ‘$10 ore” will, with concentrators, 
cyanide process amd electricity, prove 
to be ‘$16 ore.”

CATHOLIC DOCTRINE. 


ARCHBISHOP RIORDAN DELIVERS 
A LECTURE AT THE THEATER. 


The Catholic Church and the Sacred 
Scriptures Trken as the Sub- 
ject—Central Thoughts of the 
New Testament. 


The Los Angelés. Theater was packed 
from floor to roof last evening when 
the Most Rev. P. J. Riordan, D.D., 
archbishop of San Francisco, delivered 
a lecture on “The Catholic Church and 
the Bible.’’ The address was preceded 
by a musical programme, consisting of 
@ quartette, “Nocturne’’ (Doppler) by 
Edwin Clark, violin; Mr. McQuillen, 
flute; Mr. Wilde piano, and Mr. Stevens, 
’cello; violin solo, “‘Legende”’ (Wieniaw- 
ski) Mr. Clark, and a vocal solo, “‘Love's 
Rhapsodie’’, (Homer Bartlett) by Miss 
Edna Bicknell. 

Bishop Montgomery escorted 
His Grace, the archbishop, to the stage, 
and made a few introductoy remarks, 
in which he announced that the lecture 


was given under the auspices of the 


Catholic Truth Society. “We are con- 
vinced of three things,” he continued, 
“first, that we have the truth: second, 
that the truth is very often m/‘sunder- 
stood, and, third, that nobody wishes to 
misunderstand any truth. The object 
of this society is to simply explain the 
Catholic doctrine.” 

The archbishop opened his lecture bv 
saying that to many of those outside 
the pale of the Catholic «hurch, 
two terms, the Catholic church and the 
sacred scriptures, were not linked to- 
gether as friendly names: that too 
often the church was thought to be 
the bitterest enemy of the holy scrip- 
tures, and that the priests were sup- 
posed by many to.be keeping the scrip- 
tures from the people. The object of 
the address was stated to be to show 
what part the holy scriptures have in 
the Catholic system of theology: to 
give the reasons why certs#in rules and 
regulations had been mace concerning 
the reading of the scriptures, and then 
to point out the solicitude of the 
church, always preserving in its purity 
and integrity the written word of God. 

The speaker said, in substance, the 
central thoughts of the New Test2- 
ment are the atonement through Christ, 
the bringing back of a sinful world to 
the Father, the joining together of di- 
vinity and humanity in our Lord and 
the reconciliation of the world with 
God through the intermediary of a di- 
vine person. 

No man can hold a correct idea of 
the Christian religion unless he bhe- 
lieves that God and man are united in 


the same overson, in Jesus ~Christ. 
Every man has the right to express 
his opinion for or against this doc- 


trine, for God has given 
of thought. 
tions may 


us freedom 

No matter what revolu- 
sweep over the land, | no 
matter what development may take 
place in the arts and sciences, no 
matter what changes may take place, 
the fundamental principles taught by 
Christ are eternal truths that will al- 
ways under every possible condition 
of things hold the same. The church's 
great principles were given to it never 


to change. There are two authori- 
ties in the epiritual order of things. 
the external crder of Christ, which 
always remains and is preached the 
same, and second, the internal or the 
individual conscience. The Christian 
is one who follows the teachings of 
Christ. If the Founder of the Chris- 


tian religion intended it to reach down 


through the ages: if salvation were 
connected with the reception of His 
doctrine, He must have previded 
some infallible way by which § that 
doctrine could be preserved, All 


agree on the atonement of Christ, and 
that He gave the body of the doctrine 
up to this point, but here it is al- 
ways with regret that I come to the 
parting of the Ways.

When 
Christ came he gave us religious life 
in the same way, through society, and 
embodied His truth in the church of 
Christ. All denominations hold the 
scriptures io be the rule of faith, but 
all interpret it differently. Such a sys- 
tem is radically defective, and it has 
hempered and destroyed the work of 
Christianizing foreign lands. The in- 
telligent Himdoo says: ‘Go home and 
agree among yourselves and then come 
and teach us the truth.’ The Protest- 
ants cannot agree among themselves, 
and the vast mass of the people are 
ririfting outside the reach of any 
church. Christ intended His church to 
“e one, & united family. He never laid 
any injunction on His disciples to put 
His doctrines down in writing; He 
taught orally, and of the apostles only 
five were known to have written any- 


thing. The greater part of the New 
Testament 


was not written by mem- 
bess of the apostolic college at all. The 
holy scriptures are not complete. If 


they had beem intended to serve as the 
sole instructor, they would have been 
‘made so clean-cut that they could 
have been understood by the most ig- 
norant.

NOTED FORGER CAUGHT, 


WORKED A BIG DRAFT AND 
CHECKS IN SAN DIEGO, 


Picture Was Hanging in the 
Bank Where He Deposited a 
Forged Draft—Caught on the 


Fly by Los Angeles Police. 


Yesterday afternoon Chief of Police Russell 
of Sen Diego telegraphed to the police of Los 
Angeles to arrest on a charge of forgery a 
young man traveling under the assumed name 
ot Frank McKeen, who left San Diego ‘in the 
morning on a Santa Fé train. Detective Haw- 
iey, furnished with a description ¢nd infor- 
mation as to the man’s whereabouts, went 
eut, and presently returned with the forger, 
who was locked up to await the arrival of 
San Diego officers.

A few hours 
later he returned, and explained to Cashier 
Horton that he had made an appointment 
with a real estate agent to look at 4 ranch 
early Wednesday morning, and as he might 
possibly purehase it he concluded to imcrease 
the a@reft to $2500. 

Cashier Hotton furnished him with a pass- 
book, showing the amount of the draft, and, 
having secured that, his visitor explained 
that he would probably go to San Francisco 
within a few days, and he would take’ @ 
eheck book with him in case he might need 
come money. The cashier told his polite cus- 
tomer that nd check would be honored un- 
tail the draft had been cashed. 

Shortly after the banking hcurs McKeen 
went to the Santa Fe office, where he pur- 
ehased a rcund-trip ticket to Chicago, giving 
his check on the American Exchange Bank 
for $130. From there he went to the Lion 
Clothing Store, where he purchased a fine 
overcoat. giving in payment his check on the 
same bank. His last purchase for the day, 
so far as known, was a $50 bicycle from Ar- 
thur Small, for which he gave his check, and 
the wheel was shipped to Chicago Via the 
Santa Fe.

Without 
delay Cashier Horton telegraphed to Terre

Improving Harbors by Convict Labor 


{Argonaut:] Recently we spoke of

cost, and the convicts in San Quentin 
can be employed in putting it in place. 


For the improvement of the harbors at 
San Diego, San Pedro and Eureka it 
can be transported by water, and 
colonies of convicts may be set at the 
necessary work. 

While on this subject, it is imterest- 
ing to note what has been done in 
Europe under conditions that were as 
unfavorable as they are favorable here. 
Marseilles is now one of the great 
commercial cities of the world. It has 
attained this position in spite of na- 
tural obstacles that would have dis- 
mayed a less enterprising people. The 
old harbor was exposed to the prevail- 
ing northwest winds. Moreover, it 
had an area of only seventy-two acres, 
surrounded on three sides by 8860 feet 
of quays. This was wholly inadequate. 

Under these circumstances am elabor- 
ate systern of basins, joining the har- 
bor on the north, was projected. The 
work was inaugurated in 1845, and re- 
quired thirty-six years for its com- 
pletion. A detached breakwater,  rumn- 
ning parallel with the shore lines, was 
commenced at the south end, near the 
entrance to the harbor, and this was 
conmected with the shore as it pro- 
gressed by a series of jetties or moles 
running at right angles. These formed 
successively the Joliette basin, the La- 
zaret and Arenc basins, the Maritime 
basin, and the Natiomal basin. Quays 
have been constructed on each side of 
the jetties, along the inner side of the 
breakwater, and along the shore lines 
of the basims, thus affording ample ac- 
commodation for shipping. The break. 
water is slightly more than two miles 
and a quarter in length (11,930 feet.) 
The Joilette basin has an area of fifty- 
four acres and is surrounded by 6900 
feet of quays. It was completed in 
1852, or sevem years after the work was 
first commenced. Five years 1 
work on the Lazaret, Arenc and Marie 
time basins was commenced, and in 
1863 they were opened to commerce. 
The first two have an area of fifty-one 
acres amd are surrounded by 7100 feet 
of quays. The area of the Maritime 
basin is forty acres; the docking space 
is the same. The National basin was 
completed in 1881. It has an area of 
105 acres, with 13,200 feet of quays. 

This work, which was completed at 
a cost of $11,858,400, and consumed 
thirty-six years im time, has been de- 
scribed in some detail in order to show 
what energy and determination will 
accomplish. It has enabled Marseilles 
to become one of the most important 
commercial centers of France, and has 
brought to it trade amounting to many 
times the cost of the undertaking.

MR. DEPEW ON POOLING. 

In a recent interview with a repre- 
sentative of the New York Mail and 
Express, Dr. Chauncey M. Depew, 
president of the New York Central 
Railroad, gave some reasons, which 
are certainly worth considering, in 
support of his position favoring the 
measure now pending in Congress, per- 
mitting the railroads to pool their 
earnings under certain conditions, sub- 
ject to approval and regulation by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. Mr. 
Depew stated, as prefatory to his re- 
marks, that in his opinion the pros- 
perity of the railroads is essential to 
the substantial prosperity of the coun- 
try at large, and that the prosperity of 
the railroads is impossible if an in- 
terminable rate war is to be waged 
between them, President Depew fur- 
ther said: 


“The railroad business of the last 
six months has been done on the basis 
of a demoralized rate, and while the 
increase in earnings everywhere has 
been great, you will notice that it has 
been greatest in gross earnings rather 
than net. You must understand, too, 
that these earnings have followed a 
tremendous harvest here and an 
equally great crop movement, induced 
by the wheat demands of Europe upon 
us. Some statesmen tell us that a 
pooling law is too great a power to 
centralize in the hands of any public 
commission; but the absence of one 
is tending on the other hand to create 
a middleman’s monopoly as against 
both producer and consumer, and at 
the same time to destroy the main 
hope of prosperity for the railroads. |

of the country and you will find them 
owning their own freight cars, and 
thereby getting mileage rates with 
which no individual shipper who has 
to pay regular rates can compete, The

The real gist of the discussion 
hinged about the question whether 
man’s lineal ancestor of prevertebrate 
days was akin to the angleworm or 
to the lobster and horseshoe crab and 
scorpion.

And who 
does not think it worth while to know 
whether a worm or a lobster is his 
nearer kin? The naturalists talked of 
“the appendicularia theory, the an- 
nelid theory, the anthropod theory,” 
etc., but their meaning will have to 
be interpreted in terms less puzzling. 
SOMETHING ABOUT THE ANNE- 
LID THEORY. 

The annelid theory, in plain English, 
is the theory that the ancestor of tthe 
vertebrates was a worm, allied to the 
form of which the earthworm is the 
most familiar example. It appears 
that creatures of this type have many 
structural peculiarities that ally them 
to the lower vertebrates. But so, for 
that matter, have various other of the 
tribes of invertebrates. Indeed, 80 
striking are the similarities through- 
out the animal kingdom, when viewed 
by tthe trained eye, that, as Dr. 
Gaskill has remarked, whenever a 
naturalist gives himself up to the study 
of.any particular group of the inver- 
tebrates, he is pretty sure to reach 
the conclusion that this particulur 
group represents the nearest kin of 
the vertebrates. But, in case of the 
higher worms, it is not merely the 
special students, but a large number 
of general naturalists, who have be- 
come convinced of a close affinity. Of 
course, the comparison is made with 
the lowest vertebrates, that is to say, 
with the most primitive type of fishes, 
represented by amphioxus and the lam- 
phreys. 

In making this comparison, organ 
for organ, the anatomist has compara- 
tively plain sailing for a time. All 
animals, high and low, fulfill substan- 
. tially the same functions, and s0 pos- 

sess corresponding organs to a sur- 
| prising degree. Thus the anatomist is 
able to “homologise,” as he calls it, 
the muscular system and digestive and

The amount of the appro- 
priation needed to carry out these 
plans will not be extremely large, and 
it is estimated that the Fortification 
Appropriation Bill will carry a con- 
siderably smaller amount than that of 
last year. The purpose is to bring 
into available condition, 2s soon as 
possible, the warlike material on hand,

tures for guns and ships which cannot 
be utilized for years to come.”

A hostile fleet could inflict in- 
calculable damage upon our commerce 
and upon some of our large and impor- 
tant seaboard cities, in case of war, in 
the present condition of our defenses. 
The strengthening of these defenses 
fs therefore an urgent necessity, and 
Congress will do well to give the sub- 
ject careful attention, and to provide 
for the work according to its needs 
and its importance.

lease provide for arbitration, in case 
of disagreement between the princi- 
pals as to the price to be paid for 
these betterments. In case the pre- 
scribed plan of arbitration fails, the 
case will go into the courts, where the 
rights of both parties to ihe agreement 
will be adjudicated in accordance with 
the forms of law. It is noped that the 
questions at issue may be settled with- 
out resort to the courts, and such an 
outcome is by no means improbable. 
Steps preliminary to an amicable ad- 
justment of the question have already 
been taken by the city’s representa- 
tives, which have been met thus far 
hy the representatives cf the water 
company in a spirit{of anparent fair- 
ness, and there is no present ground 
for assuming that these negotiations 
will fail, or that the matter will neces- 
sarily be relegated to the courts for 
final decision. 

This is all there is of the water- 
works question. It is in no sense a 
casus belli. It is a plain, businesslike 
proposition, and does not involve, 
either in its immediate or its remote 
possibilities, the shedding of gore. It 
is also destitute of sensational feat- 
ures. The city’s interests in the prem- 
ises have been and will ve properly 
safeguarded by the city’s official rep- 
resentatives. The situation in its 
present aspect presents no just cause 
for alarm, suspicion, or doubt of offi- 
cial integrity. All that could reason- 
ably and properly be done to protect 
the city’s rights and interests has 
been done; and there is no reason to 
doubt that whatever may be the de 
velopments of the future in this mat- 
ter the interests of the city will be 
amply and ably protected. 

The Call closes its editorial in these 
words: 

“In pursuance of its settled policy 
the Call sustains the right of the peo- 
ple of Los Angeles to recover posses- 
sion of their own property in the way 
and upon the terms set forth in the 
contract. We ask for them only what 
is nominated in the bond. They want 
no drop of blood nor anytning vital 
nor valuable beyond the plain terms 
of the contract, compliance with 
which is as easy as honesty always is.”’ 

The people of Los Angeles have not 
asked, and do not want, the assistance 
of the San Francisco Call in the en- 
forcement of their rights. They are 
quite capable of taking care of them- 
selves in this matter, without any out- 
side help.

That 
is the situation which exists to a large | 
extent today, and to which we are 
steadily drifting. 

“Now, prosperity, if it means any- 
thing at all, means the distribution of 
wealth among the many and over.a 
large territory. It certainly does not 
mean the concentration of wealth 
and power in a few hands and in a 
few large cities. The pooling legisla- 
tion Which the railroads are now seek- 
ing would establish a uniform rate 
throughout the country and bring us 
back to the old conditions when the 
farmer shipped his produce direct to 
the sales market and based his selling 
price on natural conditions rather than 
on the arbitrary rate fixed for him by 
a monopoly. Our Populist friends in 
tho West see in the pooling bill some 
benefit to the railroads, and for that 
reason they oppose it, ignoring the 
fact that it is of far greater benefit 
to the farming interests of the coun- 
try. One rate to the East over all 
railroads would mean that every 
farmer would be his own shipper, and 
that neither farmer nor consumer 
would be at the mercy of a middle- 
mans monopoly.” 


With Congress will rest the duty of 


the near future. It is needless to say 
that in order to reach a just decision, 
the interests of all concerned—of the 
general public, of shippers, and of the 
railroads—should be thoroughly and 
impartially considered. If so-called 
pooling can be regulated in such man- 
ner as to insure uniformity and sta- 
bility of rates, and to prevent rate 
wars, with their demoralizing effects, 
it may prove of general and practical 
benefit. But the interests of the pub- 
lic should in any. event be safe- 
guarded by stringent regulations, and 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
should be given all the power requi- 
site to the enforcement of these regu- 
lations,

A Mediaeval Bill of Fare. 


An old chronicle of Stuttgart pre-

breathing mechanism and heart of the 
lower creature with similar organs of 
the higher one, without much @ith- 
culty, notwithstanding details of struc- 
ture that make them seem very diffi- 
cult to the uninitiated. But the great 
stumbling block is reached when he 
comes to the most importantg tissue of 
all, the nervous system. Not that the 
worm lacks this indispensable set of 
organs. On the contrary, he is sup- 
plied with a nervous system that 
serves his needs admirably. But the 
difficulty about it from the evolutiun- 
ist’s standpoint is its Jocation. Instead 
of lying on the dorsal side of the ali- 
mentary tract, as it does in every 
vertebrate withcut exception, it re- 
verses this position. Its long chain of 
ganglia. linked by a nerve cord, rins 
along the lower side of the body, in- 
stead of along the back. And, to 
make the matter worse, at its anterior 
end the cord divides, and passes as 

a loop about the oesophagus of the’ 

worm, to termina*e in a final ganglion. 

which takes the place of a brain and 
lies where a brain should, according 
to vertebrate customs, on the upper 
side of the body. 

fo very general is this arrangement 
of the nervous system among the in- 
vertebrates and so universal the dorsal 
arrangement among vertebretes, that 
this discrepancy may be said to rep- 
resent the most important of those 

“missing links’ about which people 

are so fond of talking. It is a link very 

far removed in the chain from where 
the popular conception places it. 

Notwithstanding this discrepancy, 
Prof. Minot, along with a host of other 
naturalists, is disposed to think that 
these worms are the true ancestors of 
the vertebrates. The discrepancy in 
the nervous system is explained by sup- 
posing that the terminal upper gang- 
lion became degenerated as the animal 
evolved, its place being taken by the 
ene next it in the chain, which lies, 
like all the others, on the ventral side: 
and that finally, the animal body as 
a whole reversed its position, so that 
ultimately it became cystomary for it 
to move about with its nervous side 
uopermost. For an aquatic worm, wrig- 
gling about in more or less indifferent 
attitudes to make such a change does 
not seem very unreasonable. 

DR. GASKILL THINKS CRUSTA- 
CEANS WERE OUR ANCESTORS. 
There are those at the meeting, 

however, who demur very strongly at 

this view of the case; in particular, 

Dr. Gaskill, the famous London anato- 

mist, has a theory of his own in 

the matter to defend. This theory sup- 
poses that not the worms, but the 
jointed creatures, such as crabs, lob- 
sters and insects, are the true ancestors 
we are searching for. These creatures 
present the same difficulty regarding 
the nervous system that Is shown by 
the worms, but Dr. Gaskill meets it 
in a novel way. He believes that the 
foremost ganglion, which does service 
for brains in the insect, is the direct 
forerunner of the brains of all higher 
creatures. He thinks that the rest of 
the nervous system, from being in the 
first place merely looped about the 
oesophagus, came finally, as it devel- 
oped, to surround the entire digestive 
tract, until that important structure 
ceased to be of any use, remaining as 

a more rudimentary cavity within the 

brain of the vertebrate. One hears 

sometimes in unscientific circles of a 

man having his brains in his stomach; 

but according to Dr. Gaskill every one 
has the rudiment of a stomach in his 
brain. Meantime, of course, a new ali- 
mentary tract was developed to take 
the place of the old one whose domain 
had been encroached upon by _ the 
growing nervous system.

Los Angeles at last has something

is on the move with a curfew ordi- 
pance: It took her some ten years 
longer than Phoenix to adopt this sal- 
utatory method of protecting her chil- 
dren, but Los Angeles will get there 
im course of time.” 


The Santa Fé New Mexican says: 
“Mr, W. Jennings Bryan goes merrily 
on talking about the ‘courageous and 
glorious fight we made last year.’ The 
question arises, what sort of a fight 
did he make last year, anyway? The 
only fight the people of this country 
know of he made during 1897, was the 
fight for big receipts at lectures he 
delivered, and big fees for appearing 
at country fairs.” 


According to the San José Mercury 
the new rush for the north has al- 
ready begun. The Walla Walla took 
out 365 passengers Sunday, at least half 
‘of whom are bound for the Klondike. 
The outfitting business in San Francisco 
from this time on will be extremely 
valuable to that city, and indirectly 
it will create an additional demand for 
the dried fruits and desiccated vege- 
tables of this county. 


A protest is entered in this wise by 
the San José Meroury: “The petition of 
the California River Convention, ask- 
ing for an appropriation for the im- 
provement of the Sacramento and San 
Joaquin rivers, has been promoted by 
Senator Perkins, and the appropria- 
tion should be forthcoming. California fs 
entitled to more consideration in the 
matter of internal improvement than 
Congress has been accustomed to ac- 
cord it.”” 


The Santa Rosa Republican says: “It 
begins to look as if Sonoma county 
people are going to permit the location 
of their sugar plant in some other sec- 
tion of the State this year. If our farm- 
ers had worked together in real ear- 
nest they might have secured such a 
factory here, and thus have added to 
our many industries and have increased 
the value of much real estate. There 
are a lot of us up this way who are too 
slow for our own and the county’s 
good.” 


The Fresno Republican thinks it will 
be some time before the sugar-beet 
VWusiness can be overdone in the United 
States. While our annual consumption 
is 2,000,000 tons or more, our product 
in 1897 was only 50,000 tons. With such 
an immense market and a good protec- 
tive duty the subar-beet industry 
ought to be a profitable one in the 
United States for many years to come. 
When will the people in Fresno county 
recognize the value of this crop and 
give it a trial? There are many locali- 
ties here adapted to sugar-beet culture, 
and if we display the necessary en- 
ergy and enterprise it will not be long 
before we secure the establishment of 
a factory in this county.

IN QUEST OF FORTUNE. 


MEMBERS OF THE POLICE FORCE 
OFF FOR ALASKA. 


An Expedition Headed by Chief of 
Detectives Moffatt Starts for the 
Yukon Gold Fields—The Party 
Backed by Capitalists. 


Chief of Detectives Charles R. Mof- 
fatt, Police Officer Frank L. Benedict, 
ex-Captain of Police C. L. Loomis and 
@® young man named Warren from 
Boyle Heights started for the Yukon 
gold flelds yesterday. Chief of Police 


Glass, Sergt. Smith, Detective Auble, | 


L. N. Breed, Dr. Bogue and wife of 
Glendale and several other friends of 
the adventurers accompanied them to 
the Arcade Depot to bid them bon voy- 
age. 

The party went to Port Los Angeles, 
where they boarded the steamer Queen 
for San Francisco, where they will pro- 
ceed to Seattle on the Umatilla and 
thence to Dyea. No better-equipped 
expedition has left Los Angeles since 
the rush to Alaska began, than this 
quartette. They spent several months 
in outfitting, and provided themselves 
with none but the very best of cloth- 
ing, tools, arms, sleeping bags, etc., 
and enough of everything needful to 
last them several years. Their supply 
of provisions they will lay in at Seat- 
tle. Their total pack when completed 
will weigh about four tons, an average 
of one ton to the man. 

Their ultimate destination is still un- 
known, and will not be determined un- 
til they have crossed the divide be- 
tween Dyea and the headwaters of 
the Yukon. They will take the Chil- 
coot Pass route, transporting their sup- 
plies on sleds down the lakes and river 
on the ice. After reaching the outskirts 
of the gold territory they will erect a 
cabin in some well-timbered spot and 
camp there till the ice breaks up in the 
spring, meantime employing themselves 
by building a boat about thirty feet 
long and six feet beam. As soon as the 
river is navigable they will explore its 
banks and the adjacent gulches in 
search of gold. 

It is understood that members of the 
party represent others besides them- 
selves, and that they are backed by all 
the capital necessary to develop any 
prospects they may find, no matter how 
extensive. Meanwhile their families are 
provided for here, and they themselves 
are having their expenses paid. 

Detective Moffatt was chosen as the 
head ‘of the expedition, on account of 
his experience as a mountaineer and 
prospector, and his executive ability. 
During his ten years’ connection with 
the Los Angeles police force, no man 
has stood higher in the esteem of his 
fellow-officers and superiors. As 
head of the detective department and 
private secretary to Chief Glass, he 
has performed a vast amount 6f work. 
Nearly all the correspondence of the 
police department for the last ten 
years has been conducted by Mr. 
Moffatt personally. This was often 
voluminous and called for many hours’ 
extra labor. It was Mr. Moffatt’s in- 
tention to resign from the force when 
he decided to go to Alaska, but: Chief 
Glass persuaded him to simply ask 
for a leave of absence, so he could re- 
turn to his old position in case dis- 
aster overtook the expedition. 

Officer Benedict, although but a few 
years on the force, has been regarded 
as a very efficient officer, also. He 
was likewise granted a leave of ab- 
gence, so that he can resume work 
as a.policeman should anything occur 
in the near future to cause him to re- 
turn to Los Angeles. 

Capt. Loomis has been superintend- 
ent of: Evergreen Cemetery since his 
retirement from the police force eight 
or nine years ago. He has always en- 
joyed the confidence of his employers, 
and is said to be backed by them in 
his present venture. Mr. Warren is 
a young man selected by Capt, Loomis 
as a desirable person to play the role 
of junior partner in the expedition. 

It is safe to say that a stronger com- 
bination has not left Los Angeles for 
Alaskan gold fields since the rush 
began, than these four. Their friends 
expect to hear reports of their suc- 
cess, if industry, intelligence, finan- 
cial backing and proper outfitting 
count for anything in the new El 
Dorado. 

Detective Bradish has been  tem- 
porarily appointed to succeed Mr. 
Moffatt as chief of detectives. One of 
the patrolmen, prokably Officer 
Fowler, will be detailed to take the 
place of Mr. Bradish as a field detec- 
tive. 


MR. DEPEW’S NARROW ESCAPE. 


The Chance Gardiner Hubbard Gave 
Him to Take Telephone Stock. 


[New York Tribune:] The death of 
Gardiner G. Hubbard brought forth an 
interesting reminiscent story from 
Chauncey M. Depew: 

“Thirty years ago,” he said, mus- 
ingly, “I was counsel for the Harlem 
road, and Gardiner, G. Hubbard was 
railway mail inspector. In the course 
of our official duties we were thrown 
frequently into contact, and came to 
know each other well. I liked him, 
and he seemed to like me. We grew 
more and more confidential, until one 
day Hubbard came into my office, and, 
leading against my desk, said: 

“Depew, I have a son-in-law. He is 
a bright young fellow named Bell. He 
is a student and not very practical in 
his ideas. He has invented a talking 
telegraph. It is a wonderful sort of 
an arrangement. I think it has won- 
derful possibilities in it for short com- 
munication for use in villages and 
other places, and will save a great deal 
in messenger boy feeS and so on. I 
don’t think it will ever be much use 
for long-distance messages, but it 
seems as if it might have a field of its 


wn. 

“In those days Wubbard had no 
money and I had only a little. He sug- 
gested to me that I take an interest 
in the invention, and made a proposi- 
tion that I advance $10,000, for which 
he would give a sixth interest in the 
patent. I said I would think it over. 
The next day I went down-town and 
saw William Orton, who was at that 
time president of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company. I laid the matter 
before him fully. He said to me: 

“Depew, you haven't got much 
money, and as a friend I don’t want to 
see you lose what you have got. That 
invention is practically worthless. It 
will never amount to anything. If it 
should, however, we own prior patents 
upon the idea of which Bell’s patents 
are simply an infringement, Don’t 
throw away your money.’ 

“T took his advice, and now I am in 
a position to reflect. 
been the result? I would be today, or 
my estate would be, worth something 
like $30,000,000. I say my estate, for in 
the event of my having secured an jn- 
terest in that tremendously successful 
company I do not think I should be 
alive today. Why? Because I would 
have suddenly grown rich. I would 
have had, aside from my tremendous 
holding of stock, an enormous revenue 
that it would have exhausted me to 
spend. There would have been no in- 
centive for me to engage in healthy 
labor and an intellectual work such as 
I have been compelled to keep at in 
order to make my way in the world. I 
attribute my life and my health to con- 
tinued and healthful labor. Not over- 
work or underwork, but just a natural 
allotment and fair share.”

There are 101 mules and nine horses 
in the pack-train. 

VESSELS IN DEMAND.

SHORTAGE OF COAL, 


Collier Vessels Pressed into Service 
to Carry Klondike Passengers. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.}] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 19.—There 
fg not a pound of coal for sale in San 

Francisco, except at a few of the small 

retail yards in the residence districts. 

The bunkers of the wholesale dealers 

were cleaned out today, excepting 

what they have reserved to fill large 
outstanding contracts. The vessels now 
in the coal-carrying trade are not equal 
to the demand. Many of the steamers 
that a few months ago were bringing 
coal cargoes from the Sound ports have 
been chartered for the Alaska trade, 
end they are now being changed from 
colliers to carriers of fortune-seekers. 
All the coal from foreign and east- 
ern mines that can possibly reach this 
port within the next two months 
amounts to only 47,000 tons.

POPULIST ANSWERED 


HIS FAULTY ARGUMENT FOR 
_ GOVERNMENT RAILROADS. 


President Ripley of the Atchison 
Replies ta Some Statements of 
an Kansas Editor. 


POSITION OF RAILWAY OWNERS 


OFFICIALLY THEY VIEW THE 
PROJECT WITH FAVOR, 


Hut as a Citizen Mr. Ripley Points 
Out a Namber of Evil Features. 
Rates to Southern Ter- 
ritory. 


[ASSOCTATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


CHICAGO, Jan. 19.—President Rip- 
lev of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fé has written a letter to the’ editor 
of a Kansas Populist paper, replying 
to a communication published in that 
paper citing the number of people 
killed by the railroads of the United 
States as a reason why these rail- 
roads should be put under government 
control. Mr. Ripley points out that 
the railways carry the whole popu- 
lation of the State of Kansas two and 
a half times over before one passenger 
is killed; that last year the trains 
on the railways in Kansas ran more 
than 800,000 miles, yet only one em- 
ployé’s life was sacrificed for every 
431,000 miles. Of 4406 others killed in 
the United States in 1896, the reports 
show that 3811 were trespassers. He: 
draws the conclusion that the plea 
of government ownership because of 
ithe number of persons whom the rail- 
way kills is entirely worthless. 

Coming to the question of ownership, 
he says that to himself and otler 
railway officers, it is a matter of en- 
tire indifference. Next came the ques- 
tion whether or not the owners of 
railways are opposed to government 
ownership, and he points out that. the 
strongest plea made in behalf.of gov- 
ernment ownership is that of T. B. 
Blackstone, president of the Chicago 
and Alton road, who urged it as a 
measure of justice to the railway in- 
vestors. There is no holder of rail- 
way securities, he said, who does not 
believe that those securities would ad- 
vance in value if there were any pros- 
pect of the government buying them. 
Mr. Ripley says that if he is opposed 
to government ownership, it is not as 
a railway man, but as-a citizen. . It is 
easy to talk, he says, of the govern- 
ment giving better service, employing 
more men, lowering rates and still 
making money. 

“As a matter of fact, government 
management of anything never was 
and never can be as economical as pri- 
vate management, and to earn the in- 
terest on its investment (six to fifteen 
billions of dollars,) the government 
would have to increase the rates for 
service, as has been done on the gov- 
ernment-owned lines of Australia; 
cheapen, the service; employ. fewer 
men, and let things generally get into 
disrepair, as was done on the govern- 
ment-owned lines of Italy, or face an 
annual deficit and rely on taxation to 
make up the deficit, as done on the 
government-owned lines of India.” 

The most serious considerations are, 
says, political 
ones. There are 850,000 railway em- 
ployés in the United States. Under 
government ownership each of these 
would be a political appointee. These, 
he said, would not only lower the char- 
acter of the service, but “would be 
appalling in the tremendous political 
supremacy that those §50,000 employés 
party in power.” 
Worse still, would be the political 
results of the contracts for the con- 
struction of new lines, etc.

AS HE LEFT THE TOMBS. 


The New Charge One of Perjury in 
Having Sworn That He Had 
Been Married Only Once—Re- 
signed to the Inevitable.

NEW YORK, Jan. 19.+[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Edward J. Ratcliffe, the 
actor who was convicted and sentenced 
to six months’ imprisonment on the 
charge of wifé-beating, was released 
from the Tombs’ prison today on $2500 
bail, but was rearrested on the street 
in front of the prison on a warrant 
charging him with perjury. He was 
taken to the Criminal Court building, 
but as all of the courts were closed, he 
was locked up over night in the Eliz- 
abeth-street Police Station. He will 
be arraigned tomorrow. 

The officer who had the perjury war- 
rant was notified that Ratcliffe was to 
be released from the Tombs. He hur- | 
ried to the prison, and reached there 
just as Ratcliffe was led into the war- 
den’s - office. After Ratcliffe had 
signed a receipt for his personal prop- 
erty, which was turned over to him, 
he shook hands with Chief Clerk Kel- 
ley and also with his bondsman. Then 
he walked toward the barred gate. 

“You are to be rearrested as soon as 
you go out,” said his counsel. . 

“I suppose I’ll have to take all that 
comes along in the line of trouble,” an- 
swered the actor, ; 

The doorkeeper swung open the iron 
gate and Ratcliffe stepped out on the 
sidewalk. 

“Are you. Edward J. Ratcliffe?” 
asked the officer who had the perjury 
warrants, taking hold of the actor’s 
arm. 

“That's me,” said Ratcliffe. 
“Well, I’m a police officer, and I have 


warrant for your arrest.” 


“All right,” answered Ratcliffe with 
@ weary smile. - 


The officer led Ratcliffe before Sergt. 


Langan, who has charge of the Center- 
street Court prison pen. There Rat- 
cliffe’s pedigree was taken. Lawyer 
Towns examined the warrant and 
asked if any cf the police magistrates 
were sitting.

WALLS SWAY AND FALL. 


EARTH ROCKS VIOLENTLY IN SAN 
DOMINGO. 


Damage to the Amount of Twenty- 
five Thousand Doilars Done in 
Porto Plata Alone—Government 
Buildings Injured. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, Jan. 19.—The Clyde-line 
steamer Cherokee, which arrived today 
from San Domingo ports, brings de- 
tails of the earthquakes which have 
occurred with frequency since Decem- 
ber 9 last. Great damage has been 
caused throughout the whole country, 
and the inhabitants were driven from 
their homes in a panic. , 

At 6.43 o’clock on the morning of De 
cember 15, the people in the northern 
part of the island were startled by a 
very severe trembling of the g earth, 
lasting fully twenty-five seconds. At 
Porto Plata and the surrounding meigh- 
borhood, including the inland tewn of 
Santiago, this first shock was most se- 
verely felt. Women and children: rushed 
from their houses into the streets, cry- 
ing out to be saved. The swaying of 
walls and the rocking of the earth 
caused a sensation of n@usea. The first 
shock was soon followed by another 
and still another in. rapid succession. 
Then all was quiet until 2 p.m., when 
another slight movement was felt, 
which caused another stampede of the 
inhabitants. Many people say that 
the water from disused wells was seen 
to surge up level with the ground and 
almost as rapidly disappear again. 

It is calculated that damage to the 
amount of $25,000 was done in the small 
port of Porto Plata alone. The Central 
Domingo Railroad suffered severely, 
traffic being interrupted since the oc- 
currence of the earthquakes. The sub- 
marine cable to Hayti was affected by 
the seismic movement and communica- 
tion was interrupted. In Santiago a 
number of churches were rendered dan- 
gerous for use; cemetery walls were 
ruined, and a chapel fell as though it 
had been struck by a bombshell. The 
government buildings were damaged to 
a great extent, and will need extended 
repairs, if not complete rebuilding. The 
grand edifice of Santa Cerro, one of 
the oldest in the Western Hemisphere 
and dating from the time of Columbus, 
was entirely destroyed, 

Almost every day since December 26, 
there have heen shocks, but of a more 
comparatively harmless.nature. As far 
as known, there has been no loss of hu- 
man life, The shocks were perceptibly

-UNUSUAL ACTIVITY IN ENGLAND'S 

NAVY YARD AT ESQUIMALT. 
@- 


Rear-Admiral Palliser Instructed to 
Have Every Vessel of His Fleet 
Ready to Sail at Forty-eight 
Hours’ Notice —Pheasant Sails 
Today. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

VICTORIA (B. C.,) Jan. 19.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] It was evidently no 
idle boast or grand-stand play that 
Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, made when he de- 
clared in London @ few days ago that 
the British government was  deter- 
mined, even at the cost of war, that 
the door of Chinese commerce should 
not be shut to Great Britain. It is 
certain that England is going to be 
prepared for a fight in the Orient. Al- 
though she already has the largest 
fleet in Chinese waters, she is not yet 
satisfied. The whole Pacific fleet is to 
be pressed into service across the 
water. 

Orders were received at Esquimalt 


from the Admiralty, instructing him to 
have every vessel in his fleet ready to 
start on forty-eight hours’ notice. Im- 
mediately all was bustle around the 
dockyard and the crews of the differ- 
ent vessels were rushing coal and pro- 
visions on board. Later came an order 
for the Pheasant to start on her trip 


-aeross the Pacific tomorrow, she being 


nearer ready than the others. There 
will be no rest for the crew of that 
vessel tonight, and by this time to- 
morrow she will be well out to sea. 

This evening a.more. startling order 
came, it being instruction for thé Im- 
perieuse, the flagship of the station, to 
proceed to the scene of activity. She 
will sail on Saturday. It could not 
be ascertained tonight whether Rear- 
Admiral Palliser would accompany 
her. In fact, all the officers spoken to 
pleaded ignorance of the entire sub- 
ject. 

From those who are in the confidence 
of the naval men, however, it was 
learned tonight that orders as stated 
had been received and that the sailing 
dates as given above were fixed. 

It is not unlikely, unless conditions 
in the Orient shall reach the bursting 
point, that the other vessels at present 
here will be ordered to. China. The 
Icarus is only @ small vessel, and the 
Phaeton and the Leander, having just 
completed a long cruise, are in need of 
repairs. 

It is not known just where the Am- 
phion is at present, but she has prob- 
ably completed her work at Cocos Isl- 
and and is coming north, being under > 
orders to report at Esquimalt. The 
torpedo-boat destroyer and torpedo 
boats will remain at Esquimalt. 

The next order expected is one to 
have the armament of the three Cana- 
dian Pacific Empresses ready to be. 
shipped on short notice. 

GRANARIES NOT NECESSARY. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

LONDON, Jan. 19.—Sir Michael 
Hicks-Beach, Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, speaking -at Bristol today, 
ridiculed the notion of providing gran- 
aries, as had been suggested in some 
quarters. He said he was convinced 
the British navy was strong enough to 
hold its own, and that in any war Eng- 
land would have many friends ready to 
supply corn. . 

In concluding his speech, the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer announced that 
China had approached England for as- 
sistance to pay the Japanese indem- 
nity, and the negotiations were still 
pending. The newspapers’ statements 
on the subject he characterized as in- 
accurate and incomplete. The govern- 
ment was not ashamed of these nego- 
tiations,' and believed the country 
would approve them. He could see no 
reason why foreign powers should ob- 
ject, but if the negotiations failed, 
Great Britain would take her stand on 
existing treaty rights. 

Replying to a deputation of’ sugar- 
refinery workmen that waited upon 
him today, Sir Michael Hicks-Beach 
said the government had readily ac- 
cepted Belgium’s invitation to a sugar 
conference, and would do its best to 
secure a satisfactory result. He added 
that he believed the feeling of the 
country was so strong in favor of 
cheap sugar that any proposal to pre- 
vent the importation of bounty-paid 
sugar would meet with the greatest op- 
position. 


DEMANDS CLASH, 


England and Russia Want the Same 
Concessions from China. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


PEKING, Jan. 18.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble. Delayed in transmission.] The 
Teung Li Yamen (the Chinese Foreign 
Office) has had another conference on 
the subject of the loan, which is un- 
settled as yet. Besides the right to ex- 
tend the Burmah road through Yun- 
Nan province, Great Britain asks also 
the right to build through Sze-Chuan, 
north of Yun-Nan, and a third treaty 
port is demanded, which no doubt is 
Siang-Yin, situated in the anti-foreign 
province of Hu-Nan, which Japan pro- 
posed to open at the time of the Shi- 
moneseki negotiations. 

The port of Talien-Wan, on the Lai- 
Tung Peninsula, and north of Port 
Arthur, a position that would com- 
mand the railroad connecting Port Ar- 
thur with the north and Manchuria, 
continues to be the chief difficulty, 
Russia wishing to keep the whole of 
Manchuria for herself. Neither power 
is willing to yield on this point, and 
the question is no longer a commercial] 
one. It has become political.

WHITE HOUSE RECEPTION 


THE NEW RULE FOR INVITATIONS 
WORKS SUCCESSFULLY. 


Everyone of the Two Thousand Who 
Received Cards Appeared or 
Was Represented, Save Secre- 
tary Alger—No Crusli. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—The first 
official reception of the present admin- 
istration was given at the White House 
this evening. Aside from the fact that 
it was the first, interest in the event 
centered in the new method of distrib- 
uting the invitations, so that only a 
certain proportion of those entitled to 
the hospitality of the Executive Man- 
sion would be entertained.in a single 
evening. The plan, so far as could be 
judged from appearances, was an en- 
tire success. While.2000 invitations 
had been distributed, and in spite of a 
very rainy evening, every one who was 
invited appeared. There was no crush 
in any part of the house during the 
evening, and the whole affair was 
commented upon as one of the most 
pleasant and least laborious of the 
big gatherings that have occurred ‘in 
the mansion. > 

The receiving party consisted of the 
President and Mrs. McKinley, the 
Vice-President and Mrs. Hobart, and 
the members and ladies of the Cabinet. 
All of these were present except Sec- 
retary Alger, who was still too ill to 
venture out, and Mrs. Bliss and Mrs. 
Long, each of whom was represented 
by her daughter. 

When the house party entered from 
the upper hall, it was noted that Mrs. 
McKinley was leaning on the arm of 
the President, reversing the usual rule 
by which the President escorts the 
wife of the Vice-President and the lat- 
ter the mistress of the White House. 

The receiving party stood in the 
blue parlor. Col. Bingham and Lieut. 
Gilmore presented the guests. The re- 
ception of the Diplomatic Corps came 
first. Sir Julian Pauncefote, as the 
dean of the corps, led the way, but did 
not, as customary, remain to present 
his colleagues to the President. The 
whole party from the British Embassy 
continued through to the east room and 
left the White House almost immedi- 
ately. Practically all of the iplo- 
matic Corpse were present, including 
the Spanish Minister. Contrary to ex- 
pectations, there were a number of 
guests admitted with the receiving 
party back of the line, most of them 
being guests of the Cabinet families 
and members of the Diplomatic Corps.

ow thought to indicate the possible 

ppearance of Postmaster-General 
Gary as a candidate, as these votes are 
looked upon as his whenever he wants 
them. 

A caucus of the Republican majority 
will almost certainly be held tomor- 
row night, and an attempt will be 
made to force the recalcitrants into 
line. Thirty-one signatures have been 
appended to the call, and it is asserted 
that six more will be added before mid- 
night. Thirty-four are neeessary to se- 
cure a majority of the Republican 
members and Senators of the _ Gen- 
eral Assembly. It is said that Postmas- 
ter-General Gary has requested his six 
supporters who have voted for Thomas 
Parran to go into caucus and abide by 
the decision of that body. 

It is claimed that a majority of the 
six have signified their willingness to 
do so. Tonight’s developments indicate 
tha tomorrow’s ballot will be a repe- 
tition of today’s.

RECENT DECISIONS OF DEPART- 
MENT OF THE INTERIOR. 


When a Widow is Entitled to Claim 
Support from the Government. 
Helpless Minors—Length of Serv- 
ice Required from a Soldier.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—Pension- 
ers and prospective pensioners will be 
interested in t following recent de- 
cisions of the Interior Department; de- 
cisions whith govern the administra- 
tion of the pension office: 
Dependent widow; income; means of 
support.—It is reasonable to assume in 
the absence of evidence to the con-, 
trary, that a widow who owns 200 acres 
of improved farming land, and two 
town lots in Buffalo county, Wis., 
worth, at a low valuation, $2000, free 
of encumbrance, an@ who has no 
children dependent upon her, and is 
not shown to be physically disabled, 
can, by reasonable effort, secure a 
comfortable support, and is not en- 
titled to relief under section 3 of act 
of June 27,1890, A widow who claimsthe 
benefit of said section, should ee 
er 
financial circumstances and means of 
pupport. The amount of her income 
in dollars and cents is not necessarily 
the measure of her “means of sup-., 
port.”—Widow of John Guettinger, Co. 
K, Wisconsin Volunteers. 
Dependent widow; means of § sup- 
port; physical ability of widow to 
perform manual  labor.—Claimant’s 
property consists of the sum of $2000, 
which yields her an annual income 
of $120. Report of the medical referee 
shows that by reason of organic dis- 
ease of heart and resulting disability, 
she is totally unable to labor for her 
own support. Held: cClaimaint is 
dependent within the meaning of the 
act of June 27, 1890.—Widow of Wil- 


United States Colored Volunteers. 
Helpless minor.—A soldier’s child 
who becomes insane or permanently 
after he has attained his sixteenth 
year, is not entitled to a minor's pen- 
sion, under the provisions of the act 
of June 27, 1890, (citing case of John J.

Ninety days’ service.—Period for 
which soldier was paid does not de- 
termine the length of his service, ex- 
cept in cases of State militiamen, 
called into the United States service, 
and in cases where other records are 
incomplete. Where the original re- 
port of the War Department shows 


and was discharged June 24, 1865, hav- 
ing served ninety-four days; and a 
later report states that the muster 
roll and the descriptive book of his 
company for April 30, 1865, show that 
the soldier was enrolled March 21. 
1865: but the original enlistment paper 
of the soldier, found later, shows con- 
clusively that the soldier was en- 
rolled and mustered in March 31, 1865; 
the enlistment paper being the pri- 
mary record of enrollment, the date 
shown by it must be accepted as the 
correct date of enrollment, instead of 
the conflicting dates shown by other 
records: and such soldier was not, 
therefore, in the service ninety days.

POLICE-ALARM SYSTEM. 


HALL.) 


REPORT PREPARED BY CITY 
ELECTRICIAN FRANCIS. 


Great Advantnges of the System Set 
Forth, With Estimates of Cost. 
Oil Men Seeking to Extend 
Their Field. 


In accordance with the instructions 
of the Fire Commissioners, City Elec- 
trician I. J. Francis has completed 
plans and estimates for a police-tele- 
graph system. He notified the Fire 
Commissioners yesterday that his re- 
port was in readiness and it will be 
presented at the next meeting of the 
board. The report is an exhaustive one 
and presents two distinct plans, one 
for a system of forty boxes and one for 
a system of twenty-five boxes. | 

At the outset the report states the 
advantages that would accrue from the 
adoption of the police-telegraph sys- 
tem. Briefly summarized they are as 
follows: 

(1.) The preservation of discipline 
and the increase in the efficiency of the 
police force as a body and individually. 
The increased efficiency is estimated at 
from 331-3 to 50 per cent. 

(2.) The boxes will be available at all 
times, both to patrolmen and to the 
general public. Dependence will not 
have to be placed upon private tele- 
phones, which are frequently inaccessi- 
ble at night. 

(3.) The system provides an abso- 
lutely impartial and indelible record of 
the movements of patrolmen, and of the 
circumstances of each call, so that there 
is no possiblity of argument or dispute. 

A careful study was made by Mr. 
Francis of the needs of the police force 
and of the different sections of the 
city, so as to evolve a plan by which 
the telegraph system might be in- 
stalled in a manner to fully satisfy all 
requirements, and at the same time be 
in harmony with the present fire-alarm 
system. 

Stresa is laid upon the importance of 
first-class aerial-line work, and it is 
recommended that all wiré shall be 
hard drawn copper with heavy insula- 
tion, securing good -service and free- 
dom from trouble and interferences. 

The plans prepared embody a com- 
plete telephone system, affording per- 
fect communication at all times with 
the central station. 

In the opinion of Mr. Francis, forty 
boxes are necessary to supply existing 
wants, and they should be placed at the 
intersecting points of patrolmen’s beats. 
The plan contemplates a system capable 
of expansion without destroying the 
symmetry of the original design. 

A division of the city into four dis- 
tricts is proposed, the first to embrace 
the territory east of Spring and north 
of First street, the second east of Spring 
and south of Frist, the third west of 
Spring and north of Seventh, and the 
fourth west of Spring and south of 
Beventh. 

The equipment in the Police Station 
would consist of an operating table, 
With the necessary registers and in- 
strumems, and a stable outfit for the 
patrol wagon. 

The equipment in the City Hall would 
include a modern plant of storage hat- 
tery complete, operated in conjunction 
with and under the same supervision: 
as fire-alarm hettery, insuring econ- 
omy and certainty of operation. 

As stated, two nlans are presented in 
the report. The estimated cost of each 
is as follows:

TELL DIFFERENTSTORIES 


CONTRADICTORY EVIDENCE IN THE 
CREEDE CASE. 


Maggie Kearney Called as a Witness 
to Prove Creede’s Moral Char- 
acter—She Denies the Naughty 
Tales Tald About Her. 


* With contradictory statements as re- 
gards material facts, and with conflict- 
ing testimony by medical experts whose 
evidence has been admitted during the 
trial, the Creede case is beginning to 
assume an aspect which makes it de- 
cidedly puzzling, even to those who 
thought they were familiar with all of 
its ramifications. Two witnesses were 
examined yesterday by the proponents 
who testified to exactly the opposite of 
what witnesses on the other side had 
said régarding Mrs. Creede’s mental 
condition on the day that she signed 
the repudiated agreement-of separation. 
Medical experts, when the same hy- 
pothetical question was propounded to 
them, as.had been propounded to physi- 
cians called by the contestants, gave 
it as their learned opinion that exactly 
opposite effects would result from a 
given condition. 

Judge E. H. Lamme was the first 
witness called yesterday morning. He 
testified that a few days after Mrs. 
Creede signed the $20,000 agreement he 
made a contract with her to bring 
suit against Creede to secure a larger 
amount of money, the conditions being 
that he was to receive fer his servicés 
half of any amount over $20,000 that he 
might obtain through the courts. The 
action was never begun for the reason 
that two or three days after the con- 
tract was drawn he received a letter 
from Mrs. Creede stating that she 
wanted the matter dropped, and would 
not be +. party to any suit against 
Creede. he contract was then offered 
in evidence by the proponents, but an 
objection to its introduction on part 
of the contestants was sustained. 

J. M. Elliott, president of the First 
National Bank who was one of the wit- 
nesses to the signing of the $20,000 agree- 
ment, was next called. He stated that 
he was detained after banking hours 
on the day of the signing of the con- 
tract by a telephone message from John 
T. Jones, who asked him to remain on 
important business. He was reading in 
the office when Mr. Jones and Mrs. 
Creede came in. He knew Mrs. Creede. 
having transacted business with her 
before. Of what had occurred and most 
of what was said after their arrival] he 
had an an indistinct recollection. The 
purpose of their visit was explained 
to him by Mr. Jones. He did not re- 
member what had been said by Mrs. 
Creede relative to the signing of the 
contract, but two things had impressed 
themselves very strongly upon his 
mind, first, that Mrs. Creede was ex- 
ceedingly solicitoys to whether or 
not it would be possible for her hus- 
band to stop payment of the check after 
she had signed the contract and, sec- 
ond, that she had remarked several 
times that the amount of the check 
ought to be $25,000 instead of $20,000. 

“Did Mrs. Creed appear perfectly ra- 
tional while she was transacting this 
asked Mr. Gage. 

“Yes, sir; perfectly rational,” 

Mr. Elliott. 

“Did she appear to be laboring under 
any mental @istress?” 

“No, sir; not that I could see.” 

“Did you see her crying. or with a. 
handkerchief to her eyes?” 

“No, sir; I did not see anything of the 
kind. The bank was torn up at the 
time, @s a new vault was being put in. 
I remember now hearing Mrs. Creede 
remark while she was walking over 
some rubbish piled upon the floor that 
‘jt.

On the cross-examination of Mr. E]- 
liott no new facts of importance were 


brought out. He repeated that Mrs. 
Creede had several times inquired 
| whether it would be possible for any one 
| but herself to get the money on her 
check. and had also said several times 
‘that Creede ought to have given her 
$25,000 instead of $20,000. Mr. Elliott 
| stated that according to the best of his 
recollection, he had taken Mrs. Creede’s 
cheek, after she had indorsed it. and 
had given her in return a duplicate de- 
posit tag. Before Mr. Elliott left the 
stand he was asked by Mr. Gage to 
make a statement of the amount of 
|}money which had been held on deposit 
for Mrs. Creede at various times. Look- 
ing over a transcript of Mrs. Creede’s 
account, he stated that the hooks 
showed that she had been credited with 
various amounts at different times ag- 
eregating $46,000. 

Calvin Ff. Hunter, who was Creede’s 
confidential agent, was the next w'tnes, 
He stated that he had known both Mr. 
and Mrs. Creede intimately and had 
frequently transacted business for both 
}of them. He had never considered Mrs. 
Creede a weak-minded woman. After 
the settlement with her husband, he 
visited her at the Hollenbeck Hotel. She 
said to him that she did not think 
Creeda had treated her right in not 
giving her $25,000. 

On this same occasion she said that 
she had entered into a contract § with 
Judge Lammé to bring suit against 
Creede. She seemed to regret having 


done so, and said that she was anxious 
to get out of the city without Lamme 
knowing where she had gone. Hunter 
was askef to ship her belongings to 
|} her at Florence, Ala., under an as- 
sumed name. He advised her to write 
a leuter to Judge Lamme stating that 
she had changed her mind in regard 
to bringing the sult, and that she 
would not take any part in it. The 
letter was written hy TIiunter, and 
signed by Mrs. Creede. It was sub-: 
sequently handed to Judge Lamme by 
Hunter. 

In the afternoon Mr. Finlayson asked 
leave to reopen the contestants case 
for a few minutes, stating that he 
had discovered: two new witnesses. 
Permission was granted by Judge 
Clark, and the witnesses were allowed 
io testify. 

Birdie Ratland, a bright-eyed little 
Sirl, 14 years old, who was employed 
in the Creede household as a nurse 
for little Dorothy at the time of the 
separation, took the stand and testi- 
fied to having seen Mrs. Creede cry- 
ing a great deal on the day that she 
signed the contract. She had. never 
scen ner distressed in this manner 


before. 
The other witness, Mrs. Harriet 
Ramsey, who is employed as second 


girl in the home of W. H. Perry on 
Pearl street, adjoining the Creede resi- 
dence, stated that on the morning of 
January 2 she had seen Mrs. Creede, 
through an open window, sitting in her 
room crying. She woukd burst out in 
hysterical fits of crying sometimes, as 
if some great calamity had befalle 
her. This was between 11 and 12 
o’ctock in the morning, three or four 
hours prior to the signing of the 
agreement, 

Maggie Kearney, the nurse girl 
who, it is claimed, by the contestants 
supplanted Mrs. Creede in her hus- 
band’s affections, and was primarily 
responsible for the unhappy separa- 
tion, took the stand as a witness for 
the proponents. Miss “Kearney, was 
neatly dressed in becoming colors, and 
presented a pleasing appearance, in 
spite of the naughty tales which have 
been told about her. She ccnfesses 
to 88 summers, but would readily be 
believed if she diminished the number 
by half a score. 

The defendants cesired to prove by 
Miss Kearney that she was not really 
so bad as she had been painted, and 
incidentally that Mr. Creede was not 
so amorous in his disposition as had 
been implied in the testimony of some 
witnesses. To this.end she was asked 
a few pointed questions regarding her 
conduct in the Creede household. She 
replicd indignantly to all the ques- 
tions that might cast an imputation 
upon her moral character. 

“Did Mr. Creede ever kiss and hug 
you?” asked Mr. Gage point blank. 

“No, sir, he did neot,’”’ answered Miss 
Kearney, her cheeks taking on a beau- 
tiful tint. ‘“‘There was never a word 
nor an act in his conduct toward me 
that could suggest such a thing.” 

“Did Mrs. Creede mention your 
familiar relations with Mr. Creede as 
one of the reasons for discharging you 
when she dismissed you in his ab- 
sence ?”’ 

“No, sir, she did not mention. such 
a thing. She said that the expense of 
sO many servants was too great.” 

The defense next began with their 
line of expert medical testimony to 
prove just the opposite to what 
physicians who had testified for the 
contestants had stated. Dr. Joseph 
Kurtz was first placed upon the stand. 
Mr. Gage read the long hypothetical 
question to him which Mr. Finlayson 
had used in his examination of wit- 
nesses for the contestants. 

In reply Dr. Kurtz stated that he 
would not conclude under the condi- 
tions given that Mrs. Creede was of 
unsound mind at the time that she 
signed the contract. On the con- 
trary, he said that her morals might 
be depraved by her long-continued 
use of morphine, and her intellect re- 
main unclouded. Her mind, he gaid, 
would not be affected by the use of 
the drug until after physical decay. 

Dr. West Hughes was examined 
along the same line as Dr. Kurtz.- He 
staied.that after hearing Mrs. Creede 
testify upon the witne¢s stand ‘since 
the trial began, he believed that she 
was a person of perfectly sound mind. 

At this point Judge Clark adjourned 
court until- 10 o’clock this morning, 
when the proponents will resume their | 
case. | 


DOLE WILL GO TO PRISON. 


The Supreme Court Sustains Judge 
Smith’s Decision. 

Word was received’ here yesterday 
that the Supreme Court has sustained 
Judge Smith’s ruling denying a new 
trial in the case of E. J. Dole, convicted 
of forgery and sentenced to serve seven 
years in San Quentin.

Dole raised a certi- 
fied check from $7.50 to $750, and casher 
it at the State Loan and Trust Bank 
in this city.

He 
was tried before a jury and convicted.

PROF. GLEASON TAMED. 


Two Deputy Constables Do the Job 
and Stop a Performance. 

Prof. O. R. Gleason, announced as 
the “the world renowned horse king,” 
did mot give the advertised perform- 
ance at Hazard’s Pavili last night. 
Deputy Constables Mugnemi and Men- 
zer, armed with attachment papers, 
proved even greater masters in the art 
of training spirited animals than the 
horse king himself, and the professoi 
was cured, at least temporarily, of the 
habit of shying at unpaid bills. In 
consequonce of their seizure of the 
professor’s training harness and. other 
paraphernalia, the performance Was 
postponed until Friday night. 

Yesterday afternoon the Evening 
Express took out a writ of attachment 
against Gleason for $36, alleged to be 
due for advertising. Deputy Constables 
Mugnemi and Menzer wumdertock to 
serve the writ at 7:30 o'clock last night. 
About two hundred people had assem- 
bled at ‘that time. When the deputy 
constables applied for adcnittance it 
was at first refused them. They finally 
forced their way inside, where the pro- 
féssor met theen. Throwing his head 
back im a spirited manner he began 
champing the bit, and with a wicked 
look in his eyes he defied Mugnemi and 
Menzer to touch anything in the place. 
Mugnemi suavely explained that he 
was compelled to act as he did, and 
then began the difficult operation of 
whipping Gleason into harness with 
the attachment papers. The professor 
feared and kicked, but Mugnemi was 
determined and gave aot an inch. The 
harder the srofessor bucked the 
tighter Mugnemi the curb. It 
finally became necessary to apply the 
lash to the obdurate professor, which 
was done by threatening him with im- 
mediate armrest if he did not subside. 
The horse king glanced at the deter- 
mined eye of the deputy ccastable, 
shiverod, and ther stood still. He was 
conquered. 

In a few words Gleason informed the 
asscrnbled audience that no perform- 
ance would be given last aight. He 
gave out tickets entitling the disap- 
pointed ones to admittance on Friday 


night, but refused to refund any 
mcwey. The paraphernalia, including 
training harness, wagon poles and a 


bass drum, were corraled and were 
carted off by the victorious officers, 
leaving the disconsolate but docile 
horse king to ruminate over the power 
of subjugation possessed by California 
law.

TAPS FOR SERGT. FETHER. 


‘| Sudden Death of a Veteran of 


Sergt. Jacob Fether, U.S-A., retired, 
died suddéewly yesterday at No. 717 
ue, where he shad been 
rooming for some time. He arose as 
usual in the morning and had his 
breakfast. at a restaurant near by. 
After breakfast he returned to the 
lodging-house and seated himself on 
the veranda. He had not been seated 
very long before several women about 
the place saw his head droop upon 
his breast. They ran to his assistance, 
but in a few moments he was dead. 

An inquest was held at Orr & Hines’s 
undertaking rooms yesterday evening. 
The verdict of the Coroner’s jury was 
that death resulted from heart disease. 

Papers found among the dead man’s 
effects showed that he was a native of 
Virginia, 79 years old, and that he 
spent the better part of his life as a 
cavalryman in the United States army, 
having participated in no less than 150 
battles of the, Mexican and civil wars, 
and later having seen service on the 
frontier. He was retired some years 
ago on account of age, on a salary of 
$30 per month for life. So farascan be 
learned this was the old man’s sole 
support. He had no relatives here and 
few acquaintances. 


KICKED TO DEATH. 


> 


WIFE MURDER AMONG THE BIRDS 
AT OSTRICH FARM. 


Major McKinley Kills His Mate in 
a Fit of Rage and Then Chal- 
lenges Jim Corbett to Meet Him 
im a Finish Fight. 


“Maj. McKinley” kicked his wife to 
death Tuesday. 

The statement, startling as it is, is 
@ fact, only in this instance, the “Maj. 
McKinley” referred to is the largest, 
handsomest and most vicious male bird 
a@t the ostrich farm, and his wife was 
one of the most valuable hens of her 
species in captivity. 

The wife murder, for it was nothing 
less than that, occurred during the aft- 
ernoon of. Tuesday. . 

When the female ostrich begins to 
lay the male bird helps her build a 
nest. This consists of digging a round 
hole in the ground about three feet in 
diameter and six inches in depth at its 
deepest part. 

Maj. and Mrs. McKinley, the largest 
and most valuable birds at the farm, 
had been penned off to themselves, and 
began to make a nest in one corner 
of the small inclosure allotted to them. 
In the adjoining inclosure, separated 
only by a high fence of two-inch boards, 
Mr. and Mrs. Jim Corbett, the next 
best pair of ostrichs, were penned. 

Up to Tuesday Mrs. Corbett had laid 
three large eggs in the nest dug out 
by herself and husband, while Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley had not an egg in her nest, al- 
though fit had been made first. . 

The male and female ostrich take 
turns in hatching the eggs, the female 
occupying the nest during the day and 
the male at night. Whether it was 
neighborly jealousy that caused the 
trouble in the McKinley pen or whether 
it was from some other cause, the coro- 
ner’s jury that sat upon Mrs. McKin- 
ley’s remains, efter the murder, is not 
prepared to say. Corbett might have 
taunted McKinley about the nests, and 
the latter resented the insult upon his 
wife, since the fence prevented him 
reaching Corbett, but whatever the 


trich, deliberately kicked his wife to 
death. 

It was about 3 o’clock in the after- 
noon when the tragedy occurred, and 
} the park-was filled with visitors who, 
under the guidance of an attendant at 
the farm, were looking at the birds in 
the various pens. Suddenly there came 
a& roar, as if from a maddened bull. 
None of the visitors had the slightest 
idea that a bird could give tongue to 
such a sound, but the attendant knew 
there was trouble on hand. One shrill 
cry from the man, followed by more 
roars from the bird, for no other name 
can describe the sound, brought at- 
tendants armed with long poles from 
all parts of the grounds.) 

It was easy to locate the scene of the 
trouble. McKinley, in a@dition to being 
the largest and most vicious bird on the 
farm, is in full plumage—just ready to 
be plucked—and his immense wings 
could be seen waving their long black 
and white plumes in the air over in the 
pen, where he and his wife were con- 
fined. The men ran to the pen and 
there was McKinley kicking and tramp- 
ing on the prostrate body of the female 
bird, which he had driven ito a cor- 
ner and knocked down. The attacks 
of the male bird were vicious in the 
extreme, and it took the combined ef- 
forts of the attendants to drag him 
from his victim. 

S§ soon as the quivering body of 
the female bird could be 
the pen, the male bird was released. 
He was apparently wild with rage. He 
charged at the crowds on the outside 
of the fences that surrounded his pen, 
when he found that he could not 
reach them by striking with his beak 
over the top of the fence, turned and 
kicked the two-inch planks‘loose from 
the posts, splintering the boards. 

Offers of sugar-beets and oranges 
failed to appease the wrath of the 
gigantic ostrich. He only struck and 
kicked at those offering him the food 
‘and continued to race around his pen. 

In the mean time the ostriches in 
the adjoining pen, Mr. and Mrs. 
Corbett, had become aware of the 
fracas. Mrs. Corbett hied herself to 
one corner of the pen and hid under 
some bushes. But no so with her bet- 
ter half. While not as large a bird 
as the wife-murderer, the ostrich 
named Jim Corbett is a magnificent 
specimen, and second only in size and 
beauty of plumage to McKinley. When 
Corbett . saw McKinley prancing 
around, and after his wife had found 
a place of safety, the big bird with 
pugilistic name, walked to the divid- 
ing fence, and with a roar as loud as 
that to which McKinley ever ga ut- 
terance, dared the uxoricide to battle. 

Here was more work for the at- 
tendants. The killing of the female 
bird was a loss to the firm of seqoral 
hundred dollars, but if the two finest 
male birds on the farm got into a 
fight, it was a certainty that one or 
both of them would be seriously, if 
not fatally, injured, and they were 
each worth double the female bird in 
a commercial senge. 

There was a rush of attendants to 
the corrals, and Corbett was driven to. 
quarters. He went 
without resistanc,e but continued to 
roar forth defiance, showing that he 
had been most appropriately named. 

The killing of the bird, Mrs. Mcec- 
Kinley, is the first serious result of 
the many fights that have occurred 
between ostrichs on the farm. They 
are by nature vicious and uely to- 
ward every one, and have no more 
kindly feeling for the men who feed 
them day after day, than they have 
for the veriest stranger who comes 
into the place. The attack of the 
male bird, McKinley, upon the hen is 
an unusual occurence, but one illus- 
trating the temper of the birds.

POSTAL SAVINGS BANKS. It is 
gaid that many postmasters of _ the 


fourth class do not take kindly to the 
idea of postal savings banks, because 
they are afraid that they will thereby 
have more work than they now have, 
with no increase of pay. An exchange 
shows that there is no reason for such 
anxiety, for no officials of the govern- 
ment are skimped in their pay com- 
parable to rural postmasters. Should 
the government establish these banks, 
and the scope of the office be en- 
larged by adding a parcel post, free 
rural mail delivery, and an electric 
telegraph and telephone’ service, the 
pay of the postmaster would be _in- 
creased; indeed, it would have to be, 
as few would serve at the . present 
pay. In Canada the postmaster re- 
ceives a percentage of all deposits as 
compensation, and something like this 
would be just and proper here. 
COMMERCIAL. 

A WINERY FAILURE. The firm 
of Kohler & Frohling is one of the 
oldest wine firms in the State, and 
was*one of the first to make wine in 
Southern California. The San Fran- 
cisco papers announce that Mrs. Elise 
Kohler, in her individual capacity, and 
as sole surviving partner of the busi- 
ness of Kohler & Frohling, has filed 
with the Superior Court a petition in 
insolvency, with debts aggregating 

3,173.41, and asscits said to be worth 

23,725.12. These assets are to a cer- 
tain extent incumbered, and it is 
thought will not "ealize the sum they 
are valued at. 

Prior to 1895 the firm of Kohler & 
Frohling consisted of Mrs. Kohler and 
her sons, Charles and Hans. After 
the death of Charles Kohler the 
partnership was dissolved, and Mrs. 
Kohler was intrusted with the wind- 
ing-up*of the affairs of the firm and 
the liquidation of the business. She 
discovered that the obligations could 
not be’ promptly met, and therefore 
insolvency proceedings were resorted to 
in order to bring about a settlement 
with all the creditors. The Examiner 
gives the following particulars of the 
liabilities and assets of the firm: 

“Wells, Fargo & Co. hold _ notes 
@gainst Mrs. Kohler amounting to 
$150,546.15, secured by a pledge of 4171 
shares of the capital stock of the 
California Wine Association. Willis T. 
Davis’s claim for $1047.69 is secured 
by note of hand and assignment of the 

licy of insurance on the life, of ,H. 

himan for $5000. Anna L. Bauer has 
Mrs. Kohler’s note for $3101.98, secured 
by a contract of sale of land in Los 
Angeles. Other notes of the concern 
in favor of various creditors are out- 
standing as follows: August F. 
Brecht, $25,464.79: William Schwel- 
gens, $5161.54; George J. Hobe, 
$2580.76: F. F. Marx, $20,520.49; estate 
of William Gerichten, $15,592.82; Mary

‘Herman Bohrman of Mannheim, 


Germany, has notes signed by Mrs. 
Kohler for $45,480.15, which were given 
' for the purchase of Mr. Bohrman’s in- 
terest in the business of Kohler & 
Frohling. 

“Amounts on open accounts are thus 
stated: Lulu Van Bergen, $2476.79; 
estate of Henry Hagen, $13,454.04: 
Emma H. Bertheau, $9811.20: Caroline 
Kohler, $516.15: Minna Roeder, $1303. 

“Mrs. Kohler’s assets consist prin- 
cipally of personal property held in 
the name of Kohler & Frohling. She. 
ownes 4171 shares of the California 
Wine Association stock, valued at 
$312,825, pledged with Wells, Fargo & 
Co. She has also a claim for $106.996 
@gainst the estate of Charles Kohler, 
which has been appraised at $2000. 
Accounts due the business aggregat- 
ing $2749.67 are said to be of merely 
nominal valie. Cash on hana, $2885.87.” 

A claim foér $34,891.20 against the 
Southern Pacific Company is held by 
Mrs. Kohler, the allegation being that 
the Nadeau winery, near Los Angeles, 
Wwas damaged to that @mount by the 
improper construction of a railroad 
bridge by the company. The first trial 
resulted in a verdict for the company, 
but the case is now on appeal in the 
Supreme Court. 

In the way of real estate, Mrs. Kohler 
owns land in San Francisco worth $1000 
and a lot in Los Angeles estimated to 
be worth $540.

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS, 

AMERICAN MECHANICAL INGE- 
NUITY. Recently a French officer of 
engineers was shown through a large 
machine shop in Philadelphia, and his 
attention was called to the great trav- 
eling cranes, the enormous planing ma- 
chines, the big lathes and other large 
tools; but the visitor appeared to be 
quite unimpressed and very taciturn. 
This was attributed partly to the fact 
that, although he understood what was 
said to him fairly well, he could speak 
English only with difficulty. He ap- 
peared to be unobservant of the large 
tools, but was greatly interested in a 
small, insignificant-looking machine 
used for sharpening the little cutting 
tools belonging to the big lathes and 
planing machines. When he had com- 
pleted his tour of the works, and was 
about to depart he delivered an inter- 
@sting little speech, of which the fol- 
lowing is the substance: 

“I have been in America six months, 
and have visited the mines and, manu- 
facturing establishments in the East, 
West, North and South. I have seen 
the most gigantic engineering opera- 
tions and the most powerful machinery 
in the world; but I shall report to my 
government that the biggest things in 
America are the little things. ... 
The French people are 6xpeéerts in do- 
mestic economy, and live comforably 
by saving what your average families 
throw away. But Americans are, on 
the other hand, experts in industrial 
economy. You make money by saving 
wastage in business, and you lose some 
of it by wasting in your domestic econ- 
omy. The attention paid to small de- 
tails in your big works is amazing to 
me; I have visited some establishments 
Where I believe that the profits are 
Made not in the manufacture proper, 
but in the saving of materials and labor 
by close attention to details that are 
With us unconsidered trifies. For ex- 
ample, I saw in your shops just now a 
HMttle grindstone in operation automat- 
feally sharpening lates and _ planer 
tools. This machine costs, probably, 
as much as a hundred of our ordinary 
grindstones cost; but I see that it auto- 
Matically grinds al) the tools for 200 
high-priced mechanics, and it only 
works a few hours each day. The 
skilled mechanics in our country fre- 
quently stop their regular work to grind 
their own tools, and then they do it 
imperfectly. 
fately ground to the best shape by the 
machines, so that they do more and 
better work on this account in a given 
time. I believe that that machine has 
brains—the brains of the inventor— 
and it has no doubt revolutionized work 
of this kind in American shops. This 
is but one case out of many that I have 
noted.”

BREADMAKING IN ZUNI. 


Peculiar Process Employed by the 
Pueblo Indian Women. 


[Chicago Record:] “During a _resi- 
dence in Zuni, the largest of the Indian 
pueblos, in Northwestern New Mexico, 
I have often watched the mothers and 
daughters of the tribe at their interest- 
ing work of making haiwe, or ‘paper 
bread,’”’’ writes Edward Page Gaston 
in the January Woman's Home Com- 
panion. “They use a basis of either 
corn or wheat, which is often boiled in 
advance to make it more tender, and 
is then ground on much the same prim-. 
itive style of stone hand mill as that 
used in Old Mexico. . . . After the 
maize or wheat has been once ground 
through the hand mill itis passed 
through the same operation at least 
once more, to make it still finer, and it 
is mixed into a very thin batter in an 
olla, or decorated water jar, fashioned 
from clay, fired and painted by the 
women pottery-makers of the tribe, 
who are wonderfully adept in the pot- 
ter’s art and that of decoration in 
striking and yet tasteful design. 

“If the flour prepared for the baking 
be of wheat the bread will be of a 
bluish tint, and if of corn, whiter. 
While the preparation has been made. 
above the wood-fed flame burning in 
the fireplace of the stone or concrete 
house, there has been slowly heating a 
Slab of stone, the upper surface of 
which is smooth and clly by long use 
in making haiwe. Kneeling before the 
hot stone when all is ready, the Indian 
woman dips her hand into the jar of 
batter at her side, and then swiftly 
sweeps that dripping member over the 


face of the tablet, leaving a broad 
veneer of liquid dough, which thor- 
oughly bakes in a few seconds. Catch- 
ing the thin edge of the sheet of bread 
by the fingers of the other hand, she 
then peels it almost off’ the smooth 
stone by one dextrous jerk, leaving one 
edge still attached. Giving another 
sweep of her now  freshly-battered 
palm, she joins the two separate sheets 
into one, by slightly overlapping the 
adhering film with the fresh applica- 
tion. The double operation of smear- 
ing and peeling continues in swift suc- 
ceesion, and by the method described 
there is no break in the long strip of 


bread, which falls in ever-lengthening 


folds by the side of the panadera as 
she works. A Zuni woman takes great 
pride in her ability to show the entire 
baking in one unbroken sheet, no mat- 
ter how long she may continue. When 
finished the long bolt of bread is 
folded much after the fashion of the 
leaves of an uncut magazine, and is 
then tightly rolled, that it may not 
dry. In this manner it is kept in a 
state of preservation for future use, 
for it is seldom baked for immediate 
consumption. This ‘paper bread’ is not 
used for ordinary household purposes, 
but is baked when.a party of warriors 
or hunters is making ready for a long 
trip into the wilds, or when some one 
is departing on an extended journey.

Living Enormously High and Much 
Suffering from the Intense Cold. 
Six Men Charged With Burglary. 
Judge E. B, Hall Dead, 


SANTA BARBARA, Jan. 19.—[Regular Cor- | 


respondence.] Mrs. Ellis, wife of Capt. G. 
F. Ellis, has received another letter from 
Dawson, dated December 5. Capt. Ellis says 


that there are too many people there now 


doomed to disappointment, and they were 
leaving every day. Living is very high; 
meals, $3.50; cup of coffee and a piece of pie, 
$1; doughnuts, two bits apiece; flour, per sack, 
$50; candles, $1 each; eggs, $6 per dozen, 
bacon, $1 per pound; coal oil, $50 per can; 
stove wood, $50 per cord; plenty of it in 
sight, but no one seems to want to work if 
they can’t dig up gold by the shovelful. He 
has two eastern bank clerks sawing wood, 
with the thermometer 52 deg. below zero, 
who are thoroughly disgusted and disap- 
pointed. Capt. Ellis has provisions enough to 
last him until July, is well, and will return 
by the first boat out next summer, arriving 
here in August. He had more Ventura beans 
than he needed, and sold them for $1.25 a 
pound. Lumber is $200 per thousand at Daw- 
son, and $400 up the gulch. He paid last 
ear $750. This winter is much colder than 
ast, and will be a harder one to endure. He 
reports Dr. Harold Sidebotham and George 
Coleman of El Montecito as located on Min- 
ute Creek below Dawson, and two sons of 
Judge Heacock, formerly of this place, are at 
Dawson City. 

Frank Newman of this city has been heard 
from for the first time since arriving in the 
Klondike region. He left here last summer 
with I, K. Fisher and Adolph Abraham, who 
lost their outfits on Chilcoot Pass in the 
washout, and turned back. He was in advance 
of his party and kept on. The letter is dated 
December 10, at Stewart River, sixty-nine 
miles above Dawson up the Yukon. He refers 
to many letters written that have not been 
received. He says the country has been 
greatly overestimated. ‘‘The bonanza region 
is within a radius of sixty miles of Dawson.”’ 
Within it every claim has been taken, of 
which he has three. He is well and hopeful, 
has plenty of provisions, but some others are 
not so Igeky. He will remain until next sum- 
mer a develop his claims when possible. 
Many are destitute and leaving as fast 
practicable.

End of a Celebrated Case—The Ma- 
rines Drill—Chicago Man Falls 
into the Hands of Thieves—Fish-

SAN DIEGO, Jan. 19.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] A mass meeting has been called, 
to be held at the Chamber of Commerce 
rooms Thursday evening for the purpose of 
deciding definitely whether or not the usual 
grand water carnival shall be held this 
spring.

SCORING ON BRITAIN. 


Our Cotton Goods HRetng Shipped to 
Manchester. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Jan. 12.—There seems 
to be a probability that, in addition 
to other classes of manufactured goods 
in which this country is successfully 
competing with foreign manufacturers 
for the trade of their own countries, 
bleached cotton will soon be added. A 
hundred fample cases of these goods 
have just been shipped from this port 
to Manchester, and negotiations are 
now on foot for the purchase of large 
consignments forthe English trade. 
Heretofore cotton goods have been ex- 
ported on a small scale to England 
through New York export. brokers. 
Now, however, the attention of British 
importers has been drawn to American 
goods, not only because they are 
cheaper, but also because they are 
found to be far superior to English 
manufactures of the same weight. The 
American goods are made of a firmer 
twisted yarn than the English. and 
are without the filling, which, while 
mhaking the material smooth and of 
good appearance, causes it to wear 
doubly and to lack the strength of the 
American goods. 

The market for bleached cottons in 
this country has frequently been over- 
stocked, and if the present experiment 
shall result in a regular export trade, 
the effect will be to keep the mills 
continuously running and to prevent 
the periodical running on half-time 
and discharging of mill workers, which 


os led to so much misery and discon- 
ent.
